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SPOILS HUNTERS BEATEN 


THE C1IVIL-SERVIOE OOMMIS-: 
SION TRIGMPHANT, 

OTTER COLLAPSE OF THE CHARGES OF 
HATTON AND EWART ON THE TESTI- 
MONY OF THEIR OWN WITNESSES. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The case which 
Messrs, Hatton and Ewart have been trying, 
with almost frantic energy, to make out against 
the Civil Service Commissioners went ail to 
pieces to-day. 

The House committee which is investigating 
the ‘‘charges” made by these two champions of 
the spoils system heard enough at tieir first 
meeting last week to show how reckless the 
Comm:'s ion’s accusers had been in their at- 
tacks, but, after tho utter collapse of the 
charges, which was the result of to-day’s in- 
vestigation, it would appear to be asheer waste 
of time to pay any more attention to Hatton 
and Ewart. The latter had cailea a number of 
witnesses, but they based thelr special hops 
upon the testimony they expected to draw from 
ex-Commissioner John H. Overly. 

He was their own special witness, but his evi- 
dence proved to be sucb a sweeping refutation 
of allthat they had charged that Hatton and 
Ewart acwually tried to choke off his story, and 
when the effort failed sought by cross-examina- 
tion to dispute his own evidence. Other wit- 
nesses for the prosecution turned out to be 
equally unsatisfactory to the haters of the 
merit system, and, taken all in all, total failure 
Was the sole result of the day’s work. 

Mr. Oberly had been on the stand only a very 
short time before the prosecutors had good rea- 
son to regret that they had depended upon him 
to prove the truth of any of their accusations 
against the Civil Service Commission. Mr. 
Oberly had made a special investigation of the 
Campbell case, and he gave the committec a 


yery full and detailed report of the entire 
transaction. He told what method he pursued 
in the examination, whom he examined, and 
what he learned from each person he called 
upon, and thon gave it, as his opinion, based on 
his investigation, that Campbell had simply 
done his duty. 

Meesrs. Ewart and Hatton got very Jittla 
comfort out of Mr. Oberly, as the ex-Comimis- 
sioner went on to show that it was Mr. Camp- 
bdell’s duty to give out specific questions, just 
as he bad done in the case out of which Hatton 
and Ewart were trying to make capital Tne 
commission, Mr. Oberly explained, had no 
printed questions at that time because of some 
trouble about printing, but any perron wanting 
to take an examination could see the paper of 
the last examination, and could take copies of 
itifhe wished. 

Mr. Oberly insisted, to the discomfiture of Mr. 
Hatton and Mr. Ewart, that Campbell had not 
committed any breach of discipline. It would 
not be proper for a clerk to take up the time of 
the commission in copying the questions, but 
in this caso Campbell had done the work after 
office hours. All this was so unsatisfactory to 
the prosecution that Messrs. Hatton and 
Ewart appeaied to the committee to shut olf 
the witness, on the ground that he was 
amplifying too much. The committee, however, 
failed to see the matter in that light, and Mr. 
Oberly went on breaking down tue case of the 
prosecution. Tho whole responsibility for the 
retention of Campbe belonged to him, Mr. 
Oberiy said, for he investigated the case and 
told the commission tnat no further ¢xamina- 
tion was necessary, for he had found that 
Campbell had only done his duty. 

When Mr. Oberly had finished his clear and 
convincing statement the committee was 
treated to the extraordinary spectacle of & 
cross-examination by the prosecution of its 
own chief witness, Mr. Ewart, indeed, made a 
lame apology for his course, begging the corm- 
mittee not to bold him dewn to the ordinary 
rules of evidence. He was given the widest 
possible latitude, but his questions only re- 
sulted in the still more empbatic testimony by 
Mr. Oberly that there was nothiug in the Camp- 
bell case which was notail right. The fact was 
also made still more plain that the questions 
copied by Campbell had never been used again 
in Washington and that anybody that wanted 
to might have seen the papers. 

The committee would have been amply justi- 
fied, after listening to Mr. Oberily’s evidence, 
if 1t had closed the inquiry at once and reported 
to the House that Hatton and Ewart hau utter- 
ly failed to show any Decessity for any further 
examination. 

The prosecution had another star witness, 
however, and he was put upon the stand, He 
was Mr. J. W. Vickery, and Hatton and Ewart 
bad brought bim all the way from Ohio to help 
their cause. Mr. Vickery was anotber disap- 
polntment. He knew nothing about the Camp- 
beil case, except from hearsay, and what he 
had heard was very much such astory as Mr. 


Overly nad told, : 
Dabney, the lady who first in- 





Miss KM, ; 
formed Mr, Oberly that examination questions 
had been given out, was uiso called by the pros- 
ecution. Miss Davney told how she had pre- 
peared for a civil service examination under 
the tuition of a Mr. S. W. Flynn, who offered to 
seil her alist of the questions that would be 
asked at the examination. ‘She did not have as 
much money as Fiyno asked and did not take 
the papers. Afterward, at the request of Mr 
Oberly, she borrowed the papers trom Flynn 
avd took thera io the Commissioner. 

Miss Dabney cheered the prosecution when 
she said that the papers were the same as were 
used in the examination of Dec. 3, 1887, which 
she failed to pass. Hatton and Ewart were not 
so cheerful when ‘t+ was learned that Miss Dab- 
ney bad not seen the papers before the exam- 
ination, and not until three weeks after. 

{hey were still less cheerful when Mr. Oberly 
told the committees that in his investigation he 
had discovered that the papers could not Lave 
been 1n Flynn’s possession when Miss Dabney 
gaid he offered to sell them to her. The ques- 
tlons were not printed until the day vefore the 
examination, and the papers themselves showed 
tnut they hai been used, tur they bore the an- 
swers to the questions worked out by an eligi- 
bie during vho examination, é 

W. E. Morgan, au 6x-employe of the commis- 
sion, was another of the prosecution's wit- 
nesses who could testify from hearsay only, 
and as it was evident that he wasa man with 
a@ grievauce, his stay npyn the stand was short 
uni his evidence of Lo Importance, 

Mr. Flyun, who had beet so conspicuously re- 
ferred to by Miss Dabney, flatly contradicted 
her testimouy about his offer to sell ner exami- 
nation questions, ard made the prosecution 
weary by deelarinug that the papers she did ob- 
tain from hiw were old aud of no value, 

Alexander C. Campbell, the Clerk of the Civil 
Serv:ce Commission, upou whose action in copy- 
ing old examination questions Hatton and 
iiwart appear to reat their whole case against 
the commission, did not prove to be a satisfac- 
tory witness for either side, and a rather unsat- 
isfactory one for himself. : 

Mr. Campbeil told how he had copicd the ex- 
awination papers, but was at first in doubt 
Whether he had done so simply in order to have 
a copy for himself, vr at the request of a lady. 
He tinally coucluded that it was done for the 
accommodation of a@ Mrs. Smith. Campbell 
was also a littie uncertain about the time when 
he made the copy. He knew that when he 
gave the papers to Mire. Smith he had told her 
they were oid questions, and wouid not be the 
oues asked at any other examination. 

Ewart and Hatton madea dismal failure in 
their attecmptto tmake out avy case against 
the commission through Campbell's testimony, 
ani after Secretary Dovle had been examined, 
the commitiee adjourned further proceediugs 
until to-morrow.

A SWINDLERK DISAPPEARS. 


MANY VICTIMS AMONG THE FARMERS 
OF THIS STATE. 

Lockport, N. Y., Feb. 26.—Ae special from 
Byracuse announces the disappearance of Wal- 
ter J. Ourtis, the New-York State agent of the 
Pennsylvania Seed Company, Limited. 

The bubble which the country and metro- 
Dolitan press have warned the farmers of this 
State against has burst, and now hundreds of 
our Grangers find themselves in a tight place 
and badly out of pocket. Curtis represented 
the company as incorporated under the laws of 
the State of Pennsylvania and doing a large 


business. A Lockport lawyer named Quincy G. 
T. Parker went to the Capitol of that State, 
but failed 





to find any articles of in- 
corporation of such a company, or any 
In oxistence except in lame, Extra 


fine oats or other grains were offered at upper 
prices of $15 a bushel, and a bone, signed and 
sealed, was delivered in return for the farmer’s 
note, received in payment for the oats which 
were sometimes delivered and sometimes not. 
The stutf delivered always turned out to be 
common oaté, and of an inferior grade. Curtis 
worked the State systematically, beginning 
with the western counties and then taking the 
central and the southern. He appointed sub- 
agents, and when the exposé came he was 
ready to tly, having disposed of ail the notes he 
had obtained, sometimes ata big sacrifice, of 
even 50 cents on the doller. 

Victims can be found by the hundred. Al- 
ready sults have been commenced here and 
elsewhere to recover on notes sold to innocent 
third parties. In s0me instances they are com- 
promised. The only iouphole is given by the 
bigher courts, in holding the notes voidif the 
giver can prove that the holder knew what the 
note was given for when he bought it from the 
agent. Onondaga County suffered the most 
severely, although Niagara, Genesee, Wayne, 
and Orleans County farmers were badiy bitten. 
Curtis is an adroit swindler, and before he dis- 
appeared he put all his property in his wife’s 
name. His whercabouts are unknown. 





OPPOSED TU REDUCTION.

STEEL-RAIL MEN WHO WANT 
TARIFF KEPT UP. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Feb. 26.—The proposed re- 
duction of the tariff on steel rails from $17 to 
$10 a ton is received with great disfavor by tho 
steel manufacturers of Scranton. The two 
milis operated in Scranton are the most suc- 
cessful in the world, and have won for this city 


the reputation of making more steel annually 
than any other city in the United States, the

prominent in the industry being generally made 
in the suburbs of those places, 

Mr. W. W. Scranton, the President of the 
Scranton Steel Mill, said this afternoon that he 
did not consider the proposed action of the 


Senate committee wise. Just at present much 
damage would be done by the reduction. Mr. 
Scranton added that rails are unusually high in 
England at prasent, but the price 16 at any 
wowment liable to a sudden. fluctuation, which 
would drop them to the point at which they 
were selling three years ago. At that time trey 
put rails on board ship in England ter $18 50; 
$10 tariff added to this would make $28 50, 
and e cost of carrying raila to New-York 
from England is not more then the freight from 
Boranton to Now-York. The lowest price 
reached by the American-made rail was 
$26, and this was the result of a general fight 
among American manufacturers. That price 
was 80 ruinously low as to be below the actual 
cost of production. Mr. Scranton attributed the 
greater cost of rail making in this country to 
the wages paid here. Hoe thought it would bo 
a@ bad thing tor the steel industry of this city 


if the tariff on steel rails Were reduced to $10 a 
ton. 


Mr. Meffatt, Superintendent of the Lacka- 
wanna Iron and Coal Company, took a similar 
view or the situation, and the general feeling 
here is opposed to the reduction of the tariff on 
stee! rails.

LONDON, Feb. 26.—Mr. Balfour is engaged in 
preparing a bill to give to Ireland a system of 
local self government, or home rule, His scheme 
is said to ve based upon the idea of treating the 
Trish, as to local government, justas the Eng- 
lish and the Scotch are treated in regard to the 
Same subject. As any proposition to honestly 
do this would make the Tories a home-rule 
party, it is not believed that his bill will be 
more than a pretense and a juggle.

DIED IN A BATHTUB. 





CLAUDE CHAYFFENJON OF JERSEY CITY 
KILLS HIMSELF, 


The people of Jersey City Heights were 
startled yesterday morning by the announce- 
ment that Claude Cnaffenjon, the proprietor of 
the silk milis bearing his name, had been found 
dead in the bathtub of bis house on South- 
street. It was at first supposed that he had 


died of an apoplectic fit, and such information 
ascould bé gotten from the members of his 
household, his nephew, Claude Bongin, and 
an elderly serving woman, tended to that be- 
lief, but an oxamination by County Physician 
Converse last night established the fact that 
death had been caused by a deep stab wound in 
the left breast. ‘he knife with which the deed 
was committed and a revolver with its six 
chambers loaded were found in the water be- 
side the body. 

Mr. Chaffenjon left a number of letters to his 
nephew and others expressing his determina- 
tion to kill bimseif because of business troubles, 
and Dr. Converse decided that there is no need 
of an lnquest.

VERDICLY AGAINST ISAAC SAWTELLE, 

GREAT FALts, N. H., Feb. 26.—The Coroner’s 
jury in the Sawtelle case agreed upon a verdict 
last night. It declares that the body found in 
the Marsh road woods was that of Hiram Saw- 
telle, and that he came to his death by reason of 


bullet wounds inflicted by Isaac Sawtelle while 
in a carriage on Wednesday, Fob. 5. 

The theory is that Isaac drove the team, and 
sceing a detached barn on the edge of Nutter’s 
woods there committed the murder. This ver- 
dict insures the trial of Isaac Sawtelle in 
Strafford, N. H., as it alleges that the murder 
was committed in this State.

NOT A BRIGHT OUTLOOK 


LITTLE HOPE OF REFORM IN 
JHRSEY THIS YEAR. 
THE VIEWS OF A REPUBLICAN SENA- 





TOR—PROPER ADMINISTRATION OF 


JUSTICE THE FIRST NECESSITY.) 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 26.—While the legislators 
have not yet familiarized themselves with the 
Ballot Reform bill, prepared by Senator Werts, 
it can be said that Republicans have very little 
confidence of accomplishing real reform 
through that or any pill likely to be enacted. 
Their view may be less hopeful than the facts 
warrant, but they insist with much force that 
without a proper administration of justice— 
without the possibility of punishing ballot-box 
stuffers in Hudson, Middlesex, ana other coun- 
ties—all talk about ballot reform isidle. They 
say that the first step necessary is to take the 
selection of juries out of the fhands of Sheriffs. 
The Democrats have already shown their in- 
tention to oppose a law for that purpose. 

The debate and division in the Senate on 
Tuesday on the bilis to restore the sunset law, 
the personal registration law, and the law for 
the equal division of election officers between 
parties, is believed to foreshadow the same 
division on the Jury Commission bill, and to in- 
dicate its defeat. For though a Repnblican 
Senate passed the other bills and can pass the 
Jury bill, the Democratic Assembly is expected 
to reject all of them. .Senator Werts said 
bluntly to-day, in reply to a question, that he 
did not favor giving the Republicans half the 
election officers, for the reason that they were 
not ontitled to an equal share of them. Neither 
would he give them the sunset law nor per- 
sonal registration, 


Later THE Timxs’s correspondent asked Sena- 


tor Gardner to state cloarly the significance he 
attached to the Senate’s action. He ia not only 
the Republican leader, but is serving his fifth 
term in the Senate, and is thoroughly familiar 
with legislation during the past twenty yours. 
Hie was President of the Senate in 1883, bas 
been delegate at large to Republican National 
Conventions, and 1s a wide awake, capavlo 
man Without great pretense, but with a good 
deal of bard sense. In the course of a long con- 
versation he made Bubstuntially the following 
statements: “To understanu the signiticance 
ot tbe Senate’s action it is necessary to go back 
two or three years. In the Legislature of 18838 
the Republicans had a majority in beth houses. 
The people of Hudsov County told us that 
election frauds and ballot-bux stutting had 
been oing on there for years, Thoy wanted a 
remedy. They said the registry books were 
rull of names from the cemeteries, trom canal- 
boats, vacant lots, i and they wanted a luw 
requiring a persunal registry, 50 us to clear 
these names otf and leave no pames on the 
books except of those men who appear in per- 
son to register. 

“Then they wanted a law to divide election 
boards, 80 that there should be two of each 
party on each board. These officials could then 
watch each other and protect the registry and 
the ballot. Then the Hudson County people 
wanted @ law to close the pulls at sundown in- 
stead of at 7 o’clock. They said that wust of 
the fraucs were committed after 4 o’clock. The 
‘boys’ from the Bowery in New-York came over 
to vole In the early eveving. Finally, they 
Wanted jaw 10 take the selection of juries out 
of the hahds of the Sheriff, so that that oflicer 
could no longer protect ballot-box stutfers from 
punishment. 

*Well, we took these matters into considera- 
tion and passed these four biliss We made a 
mistake in the Jury Commission bill, in putting 
the selection of these Commissioners in the 
hands of the Legislature instead of the Suprome 
Court Judges. But it worked well. One of the 
juries secured in Hudson County by the cow- 
mission indicted the Board of Freeholders and 
® part of the Jersey City Board of Works. 
Fraud at elections was not entirely prevented, 
but it wus checked and wonld have been Over- 
come in a lhttle time. he election officers 
would not dare commit crimes if they haa pot 
rewson to expect protection, aud they had nove 
under these jaws. 

* But the laws worked too well. Through the 
exvenditure of $25,000 in Passuic County in the 
e.ection of 1888, snd the neglect of William 
Waiter Phelps, the Democrats got possession of 
both branches of the Lexislature of 18389, ana 
repealed ail the four laws which were caicu- 
laved merely to protect the ballot and secure 
honest elections, Ine Hudson County fellows 
couldn't stand if to have those laws in force, 
aud they had to yo. The power of Hudson 
County 18 something tremendous in the Legis- 
lature. In any Democratic Assembly for ten 
years two or three Hudson County men have 
been able to prevent the passage of any 
bill they objected to. The present Assembiy 
will do nothing that ‘Bob’ Davis and * Den- 
ny’ MoLaugblin object 1o. So when Hudson 
wanted these laws to protect the ballot re- 
pealed a Democratic Legislature repealed them, 
Of course, it Was partisan legislation. I was 
surprised to-day when Seuator Werts oulled the 
bills to re-enact these protective laws ‘ parti- 
gan.’ There is no ground for such a charge. 
Zhe lawa were not partisan, It was the repeal 
of the laws that was purtisano, as Senator Werts 
knows. 

* The significance of the Democratic opposi- 
tion tv the laws, therefore, is that the Assem- 
bly will not pass them, and we shall get no 
legislation this year to protect tae ballot.” 

i** You seem io have no contidence in the 
ballot-reform bill which it 1s proposed to en- 
act,’”” Was suggested. 

**T have no confidence in any ballot bill the 
Assembly will pass,’ was the senator’s reply. 
*Itis all very weil for high-toned Democrats to 
talk about the serious danger to American in- 
stitations of fraudulent elections, and declare 
tuat the guilty wen must be sent to State 
prison, ‘Yne talk is first-rate, but the 
*boys’ don't agree to it. When the new 
Jersey Assembly proposes to pass a Dill under 
which they can ve punished, ‘ Bob’ Davis and 
*Denny’ McLaughliu come here and tell the 
members it won’tdo. The boys don’t want to 
go toState prison, and Davis and MoLaughiin 
don’t want them to, and won't let them if they 
can help it, Davis must hold on to the juries 
to protect them, and the Assembly will not 
change the law. But without a change in the 
jury law the boys will go on committing frauds, 
whatever system is adopted. 

“If wo could re-enact the Jury Commission 
law, so that ballot-box crivnes could be punished, 
and these other laws that I have spoken of, then 
a moalfied Australian system would do very 
weil. But as long as the ballot-box stulfers are 
protected in Hudson County by Sheriff Davis, 
they ca nnot only beat aug ballot boxsthat can 
be invented, but they can beat any system of 
voting that cau be xotien up, dnd suap tbeir 
fipgers in the faces of the people. 

**You may not have observed,” the Senator 
continued, ** that Gov. Abvett’s inaugural ad- 
dress said nothing about protecting the ballot 
boxes from dishonest election officers. I have 
not observed that any newspaper has comment- 
ed on thatfact. But be don’t say a word on 
that subject, and it is the most important thing 
aboutit. Gov. Abbett does make one good sug- 
gestion. He favors substantially personal 
registration. That 18s, he favors making the 
registry lista subject to judicial revision. That 
would make it possible to clear the lists of 
fraudulent bames in due time. I rather think 
the Democratic papers do not refer to that 
recomumendution because they want it over- 
luoked.”” 

**Do you favor the Australian system of vot- 
wae with an exclusively oiilcial and secret bal- 

ott” 

“If I could have what I wanted,” was the re- 
ply, ‘I would have exclusively official ballots, 
and I would require the election officers to ac- 
count for every ballot put into their hands as 
rigidly as a bank requires its officers to account 
for one-hundred-dollar bills. Every one not 
voted shoulda be returned. Moreover, { would 
have every ballot that went iuto the box num- 
bered with the same number as that set oppo- 
site the voter’s name on the poll book. That 
would not be a secret bailot, yousay! It woulda 
be a seoret ballot unless there was a judicial 
investigation. No one would know what 


ticket w man voted. He would select 
aua mark his’ ballot, fold it, aud 
hand it to the election officer. That 


ofiicer would mark on the outside of the ballot 
the number opposite the voter’s name on the 
book.

COMMISSIONER PECK ON THE TWO- 
DOLLAR-A-DAY LAW. 


ALBANY, Feb. 26.—C. F. Peck sent to the Sen- 
ate to-day his reply to the resolution 
introduced last week by Senator O’Connor, 
which requested specific information concern- 
ing the effect of the demagogic bill passed last 
year fixing the rate of pay for laborers om- 
ployed by the State at $2 per day. The bill has 
already led to a deficiency of $300,000 in run- 
ning the canals for the past year. This isa big 
sum, aud with the $300,000 necessary this year 
and every year while the law is on the statute 


books} the taxpayer oan rumiuate at his leisure 
over the extravagance and recklessness of the 
Jawmukers. ‘the report is signed Charles F. 
Peck, but it ought to bear the cramped and 
faniliiar siguature David B. Hil, for it is kuown 
that yesterday afternoon Gov. Hill carefully 
wont over the report, which Mr, Peck had ov- 
sequiously prosented to him for perusal, and 
made several Very important changes. 

Mr. Peok wrote originally: ‘I am not in pos- 
session of any specific intormation. i am yet 
of the devided opinion that the law has noi in- 
creased to apy eXtent the price per day to la-

of by farm laborers as a reason for demanding, 
apd very generaily receiving, an increase equal 
to that made by the passage of the *‘two-dollar- 
a-Gay’ law.” 

Commissioner Peok says, in answer to the 
first question asked him, us to Whether or not 
Chapter 380 ot the Laws of 1889, commonly 
known as the two-dollar-a day Jaw, Which 
provides that day laborers employed by the 
State orits otlicers shall receive not less than 
$2 perday, or tnat iavorers empivyed otuer- 
Wise than by the dey shati receive ut least 25 
cents per Lour, has increased tye income of the 
Jaborers not employed on the public works: 
“ While Lam notin possession of specific intor- 
mation, 1 am of tue devided opinion that the 
said law haa increased to some extent the price 
por day paid these laborers.” 

‘To question No. 2, which asks him the places 
where and the kind of iabor in wich said law 
has Operated favorably, he replies that 
wherever labor is ewplo,ed at State cost the 
farm and other laborers 1n the locality have 
usked aud generally been successiul iu setting 
a0 increase In thelr wages proportiouate vo 
that received by State employes. 

Question No. 3 asks the amount of additional 
expense the law has entailed in the conduct of 
the State public works, and how muci increasys 
in appropriations will be nevessary to meet 
the deilcicncies of the current year and for the 
fiscal year bexinning Oct. 1, Commissioner 
Peck presents im reply to this a letter to Dim 
from Kdward Hannan, the Superintendent of 
Public Works, which says in suvstance that the 
passage of the law will necessitate bis asking 
Tor $300,000 additional for tue expeuses of his 
department this year, and the same umount 
for the year fvuliowing. 

In reply to the fourth question, **Are not a 
large proportion of the laborers of Unis State, 
yarticularly those residing tu the interior, free- 

Oldere wld taxpayers?” Commissioner Peok 
says that be Las never had the power to get the 
inrormation askad for, 

Question No. 5 usis if the laborers not in the 
State employ do not pay in taxes a portion of 
the expeuses Of the State laborers, and if ihev 
will not be Compelled to pay a larger portion in 
Lhe face of tue auditional apportionments the 
two-doliar law necessitates, ‘To it the Com- 
Milseloner Wakes answer that unorganized labor 
always profits by the self-advancement of or- 
#auized labor, and that while one section of a 
trave Will lucur expenses aud losses in furcing 
ap advanlce of Waxes, the Other section will be 
the guiners 1f their brothers make a successful 
issue. He bélieves therefore thut the addiuonu- 
ul expense ussumed in the Senate query would 
bardiy entail aserious burden upon the first- 
menuvned Class of laborers. He does nut think 
that the majority of laborers are freeholders, 
but those that wre should be able to pay their 
additioual tax out of their increased earnings 
tor one week’s work. 

The seventh and last question asks if the 
State does not pay largely in excess of current 
rates in 80 employing laborers, and if the la- 
borers employed do not only receive no benetit 
but un injury trom enforced idleness. Lhe re- 
ply to this is that, while the State may make 
protuse expenditure, implying excessive tuxu- 
Vion, Ip this line, the Legislature should benetit 
the laboring Classes in general by fixing a lib- 
eral Waxe scale for State employes. He be- 
lheves that the laborer can best judge for him- 
self a8 to the expediency of working for halt 
time when he cannot get tull time.

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THE OHIO VALLEY FLOODED 


INCESSANT RAINS THREAT- 
ENING DANGEER, 
FIFTY-TWO FEET ABOVE LOW WATER 


AT CINCINNATI— DAMAGE ALONG 
THE RIVER’s COURSE. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 26.—Alt the elements of a 
disastrous flood on the Ohio River seem to be 
now present. Continuous wet weather has 
saturated the earth so that the, excessive rain- 
falls of the past three or four days have all 
found their outlét in the tributaries of the river. 

Along the entire valley of the Obio the rain- 
fall has been enormous. From the Kentucky side 
Big Sandy River comes with a boum almost 
unparalleled, while Kanawha River further up 
also pours out its swelling volume. The Scioto, 
Hocknocking, Muskingum, in Ohio, as weil as 
the two Miamis, keep the river bed full, while a 
rise is coming down from headwaters. 

A flood is inevitable; its proportions depend 
on the weather of the next few days. Instead 
of the 22° foretold yesterday for 8 A. M., the 
thermometer is above 50°, and all shrinkage 
from freezing is lost. If rain should follow, it 
wil only increase the dimensions of the coming 
flood, 

At 10 o’clock to-night the Ohio River at this 
point was just fifty-two feet above low water 
and was still keeping up its rate of rising at two 
inchesan hour. The sky is overcast and threat- 
ening, but the temperature is falling material- 
ly, and the sigual service officials here say 
that much colder weather 1s expected before 


morning. That, shoula it come, would check 
the rise of the river quite materially. Present 
indications Gnder present conditions are that 
the rise will not be over tifty-tive or tifty-six 
feet, that is, if reports of the condition of 
streams at the source of the Obio are correct. 

The specialato the Commercial Gazette show 
the following as to the state of the tributaries 
of the Ohio at 6 this evening: 

At Oil City the stage was 8 feet and station- 
ary, Which river men take to mean that at 





‘Pittsburg the maximum rise will be 16 feet. It 


was 11 feet 4 inches at Pittsburg and rising at 
6 to-night, 

Huntington, West Va., reported 45 feet, and 
rising at the rate of 3 invhes an hour. Ironton, 
Oblo, reported 48 teet 11 inches, and rising 
slowly. At Portsmouth, Ohio, the river is 47 
teet and 4 inches, and rising 3 inches an hour. 

1 these places are ut the mouth of consider- 
able tributaries to the Ohio, except Oil City, and 
the variation iu the rate of rise reported 1s 
Owing to dilerences In the amount of water the 
TespocllVs tributaries are pouring into the 
Ohio. 

Points on the Ohio between here and Louis- 
vVilleand below the moutb of the Kentucky 
River report the Uhio rising at the raie of three 
inches an hour. Ail tbis indicates that the 
waters here may be piled up to 56 treet vy to- 
morrow night, when a downward turn may be 
expected, unless prevented by rain, 

Navigation 18 suspended, because boats 
canuot pars under the bridges and also because 
the landing is about covered with water. The 
backwater up Mill Creek has inundated afew 
gardens, but it comes tvo early in the season to 
damage them much. [It will require six or 


elght feet more of rise to interfere with any of 
the railroads, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 26.—Heavy rains are 
reported throughout the State, At Frankfort 
the Kentucky River is rising very rapidly, and 
great loas is reported. 

CAMBRIDGE CiTy, Ind., Feb. 26.—A cloudburst 
Monday night caused Martindale Creek, near 
this place, to rise so quickly that a woman and 
three children of the Hall tamily were drowned. 
They belouged to @ party of gypsies encamped 
hear the stream. The bodies have not yet been 
recovered. 

CARBONDALE, IIL, Feb. 26.—Monday night this 
place wus visited by the beaviest rainfall that 
hus occurred for the last fifteen years.

Canal, Some of the manutactories along the 
river Were temporarily disabled by water 
pouring ln Ov the machinery, but no ex- 
teusive damage has been reported. Con- 
siderable embarrassment was caused = at 
un e¢ariy hour by the breaking of the 
naturai-gas pipe where it crosses Big Walnut 
Creek. ‘Lhe supply had to be suut off until re- 
palrs are made, Too water interfered with the 
wachiuery of the Columbus electric plant and 
the lamps Were turned oif at a Jate hour last 
night.

IN ‘A OYOLONE’S PATH. 


THE FEARFUL WORK OF THE BIG STORM 
IN THE WEST. 


Mempuis, Tenn., Feb. 26.—A windstorm of 
cyclonic proportions, accompanied by hail and 
rain, swept over this section of the country 
yesterday, doing an immense amount of dam- 
age to property and causing the loss of at least 
one life.. The storm in Memphis was severe, 
but no material damage was done. 

Brownsville, Tenn., tifty-six miles northeast 
of this city, was the worst sufferer thus far re- 
ported. The storm struck the town while its 
inhabitants slept and had done its ter- 
ridle work before the real situation was 





realized. It came from a  southwester- 
ly direction and was preceded by a 
rumbling noise, which lasted a few 


seconds, and then burst upon the town in ap- 
palling fury. Residences rocked like cradles 


and heavy brick buildings trembled as the 
storm swept by, leaving wreck and destruction 
every where. . 

While the storm raged, the rain fell in tor- 
rents; vivid lightning flashed across the lurid 
skies, and heavy thunder added to the tear and 
cenfusion of the horror-stricken people. Al- 
most every building on the public square was 
unroofed, causing great damage by water to 
‘Immense stocks of goods, while scores of resi- 
dences were dismantled and are in ruins. 

The business houses that suffered most are as 
follows: King’s hardware store, Mann’s Opera 
House, Gauze’s photograph | a Brewer's 
arocery store, Hotchkiss & Lyle’s dry goods, 
Scout’s and Lord & Glass’s drug stores, Fannin 
& ‘Thomas’s grocery, Winston Wilder’s 
ary goods and cotton compress. The Jewish 
synagogue, the Methodist church, the Baptist 
female college, and the Court House, were also 
unroofed and Otherwise damaged. The loss 
wili exceed $50,000. 

The only life reported lost is that of Mrs. 
James Cooper, the wife of an engineer. A tree 
fell across the house, crushing it in, killing her 
and badly injuring two of her onildren, 

At Marianna, Ark., the new Christian church 
was completely demolished, Lesser’s cotton 
shed was biown away, and the roots of several 
other buildings were lifted off. About three 
miles west of this town a negro schoolhouse 
with sixty-five children init was blown from 
its foundation, but no one was hurt. 

The White River at Batesville, Ark., rose 
eight feetin afew hours, washing away oul- 
verts and delaying trains badly, 

Three houses were blown down near River- 
side and several buildings flattened out in the 
southeastern portion of the county. 

The Hot Springs Observatory, which hasstood 
for several years on the summit of Hot Springs 
Mountain, was leveled to the ground by tne 
gale. The storm played havoc with the entire 
country between Hot Springs and the Ouachita 
River, Many farm bouses were destroyed and 
the path ot the storm is one mass of wrecked tim- 
ber. Large trees were uprooted and in many 
places the roads are completely blockaded by 
fallen timber. It ts not yet known whether any 
lives were lost, but that there were is more than 
probable, owing to the destruction of so many 
Iarmhouses. Considerable damage was done to 
buildings and fences at Little Rook, and at 


Alexander, near thas place, a schoolhouse was 
blown down and nine children injurea. 








STEEL MEN iN CONFERENOE. 





THE PROSPECTS AND POSSIBILITIES OF 
THE TRADE DISCUSSED, 


PITTSBURG, Feb, 26.~An important secret 
conference of steel manufacturers was held to- 


night at Carnegie, Phipps & Co.’s office. There 
were present O. W. Potter, W. R. Ster- 
ling, and J. C. Hutchins of the MNlinols 
Steel Company, Chicago; ym. Me- 


bard of St. Louis, W, L. Abbott, and H, 
M. Curry of Carnegie, Phipps & Co; CG W. 
Depauw of New-Albany, Ind.; C. M. MeCauley 
of the Central Iron Works, and 
representatives of Philadelphia, 
Reading, Fottstown, enixville Steel 
Mills. 

The conference was not upon the question of 
prices, but upon trade prospects and possibil- 
ities. First the wire-rod mili manufacturers 
agreed to endeavor to have the Garrett process, 


which is considered a superior device, put at 
the disposal of the whole trade. The wire-nail 
men compared notes,and found that the demand 
Warralted them in pushing their mills to the 
topmost aapeesy aud this will be done. The 
mnauufacturers of structural shapes decided to 
prepare their plants to meet any demand that 
Inmay be made upon them for the World’s Fair 
buildings at Chicago, and expressed the opin- 
ion that, 1f it was decided to hold the expo- 
sition. in 1892, they would be abie to 
supply all the material needed in time; at least 
they would bend their energies in that direc- 
tion, Upon the proposed reduction of the tariff 
on steel rails there Was an animated discus- 
sion. The consensus of opinion expressed 
by President Potter was that while 
a@ reauction of $15, or even $13, might 
not injure trade now, when English 
manufacturers were busy supplying other na- 
tons, stili with whe slightest failure of her 
trade it was considered that she wonld dump 
her rails into America at such figures as to 
knock the bottom clean out of the home mar- 
ket. 

As to the slump in pig iron, it was given out 
that the indications were that it would be of 
short duration. There was every promise of 
an unprecedentedly good year in every branch 
of the iron trades.

HIRED A WOMAN DETECTIVE 


TO MANUFACTURE EVIDENCE 
AGAINST HIS WLFE, 
SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS IN THE 
M’COMB DIVORCE CASE—A CONSPIR- 

ACY DEFEATED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 26.--A special dispatch 
to the Zimes from Wilmington, Del., says @ 
startling aud entirely unexpected feature was 
developed to-day in the McComb divorce case, 
that has been dragging for some months past 
before a Commissioner. The case bas attracted 
more attention than anything of the kind that 
has ever taken place here, owing to the 
peculiar circumstances anc the wealth of 
James C. MeComb, the husband. The feature 
to-day was the discovery that for over a month 
pasta well-known woman detective had been 
endeavoring to manufacture and work up evl- 
dence against Mrs. McComb, the plaintiff. 

James C. McComb is the only son of the late 
Henry 8S. MeComb, who died not long azo worth 
$15,000,000. The elder McComb, after he be- 
came rich, married Elizabeth Bush, a sister of 
Dr. L. P. Bush and a member of one of Dela- 
ware’s oldest and most exclusive families. As 
a result of this union five children were born. 
four girls and one boy, James C. McComb, 
the plaintiff in the present divorce proceed- 
ings. Young McComb was a wild sort of @ 
youth, with areputation for kindness of heart 
and a total indifference for the social pleasures 
to which his mother and sisters were devoted. 
In this city, as in Philadelphia, there is 
a social element that is so exclusive 
that itis almost impossible for one not having

After some 
effort she made Mrs. MeComb’s acquaintance 
and managed to ingratiate herself so thorough- 
ly in the good graces of her intended vic- 
tim that she was invited to come _ and 
board with herat her residence, 1,226 Kinc- 
street, After this all maunerof noises were 
heard about the house. The woman kept pad 
hours. Men were seen by the neimbbors to 
leave the house late at night, and it was not 
long before a part of the woman’s mission was 
accomplished, as she had set the gossips 
in the neighborhood to talking about Mrs. Mc- 
Comb and the company she was keeping. On 
the evening of the 19th ot EBebruary a singular 
thing occurred, aud what eould have been 
the purpose of it has not been solved. 
While Mrs. McComb was sitting at a table 
in the dining room two shots were fired 
into the room. One came very near hitting 
Mrs. McComb. Both of the balls were recov- 
ered ana one isin the possesston of the Chief 


of Police and the other or Mrs. McComb’s 
connsel, In connection with this Mrs. 
McComb’s brother examined Mrs. Thur- 
naur’s trunk, and in it he found 


a Smith & Wesson revolver, with the six cham- 
pers filied; aiso in the trunk was a box of 
cartridges with eight gone. The woman be- 
came acquainted with a oumber of fly young 
men about town, taking ali of them to the 
the McComb house, and thus trying to throw 
suspicion upon her. : 

About two weeks ago a noise was heard in 
the house, and Albert Wingate, Mrs. McComb’s 
brother, and a servant girl began a search. 
They saw severai men ieave the house, and 
going to Mrs. Thurnaur’s room demanded aduit- 
tance. They finally forced open the door and 
found Mrs. Thurnaur in bed in male attire. 
Several bottles of wine were found in the dumb- 
waiter, which had been placed there by Mrs. 
Thurnaur. Mrs. McComb was disguated with 
her friend after this, and informed her that she 
would have to find quarters elsewhere. 

‘yhe Woman’s operations were brought to an 
abrupt termination last night. Mrs. Thurnaur 
and two other women went to the theatre. 
After the entertainment the trio were met 
by Detectives James H. Randall aad W. 
Horace Mann. The two detectives in- 
formed Mrs. ‘Shurnaur that they knew 
of all her movements from the time 
that she first arrived in Wilmington, and 
told her that she must desiat at onee. The 
woman knew at sight the two detecttves, and 
was completely surprised. She made no at: 
tempt whatever to deny what she was in Wil- 
mington for, but simply smiled and exclaimed: 
* Weill, you have aone me up!” 

The woman Thurnaur left town this afternoon 
at 5:23 tor Wastington. Suc said that the 
gume was up and she didn't care, as all she was 
in it for was for MeComb’s money. The price 
tor her serviees was $8 a day and expenses, 
with a two-thousand-dollar bonus if she won. 





A BOOM FOR DELAMATER, 





SENATOR QUAY’S METHODS FOR SECUR- 
ING COUNTY DELEGATIONS. 


PITTSBURG, Feb. 26.—The Chroniele-Telegraph 
(Republican) publishes a long dispatch from 
Indiana, Penn., which throws some light upon 
the methods being pursued by Senator Quay’s 
friends to secure the delegation from that 
county for State Senator Delameter for Gov- 
ernor.

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THE SENATE COUNVULSED WITH 
LAUGHTER. 

4 BILL FOR THE RELIEF OF CITIZENS 

OF THE ANNEXED DISTRICT RE- 


PORTED B¥ THE COMMITTEE, 


ALBANY, Feb, 26.—Senator Erwin signalized 
his return to tha Senate after, a two, weeks’ 
absence by throwing that dignified body into 
convulsions of laughter for ten or fifteen 
minutes, in consequence of a slight mis- 
understanding between himself and Sen- 
ator Stewart, who was in the chair, the Sen- 
ate at the time being in Committee of the Whole. 
The bill under discussion was one of Assembly- 
man W. ©. Stevens, who cames from Mr, Erwin’s 
senatorial district. It prohibits the killing of 
grouse and prairie chicken in the forest pre- 
serve between January and September, and for- 
bids any person, carrier, corporation, or associ- 
ation from carrying or transporting or having 
these birdsin their possession unless they are 
accompanied by the owner. The person or 
company offending shall be deemed guilty of 


& misdemeanor and shall be fined $25 for each 
bird or fowl tound in their possession, 

Mr. Erwin took the fioor, and, instead of 
talking on the Dill, started off in a violent de- 
nunciation of a New-York bill. His perform- 
ance completely bewildered his. colleagues, 
who were unabie to comprehena exactly what 
he was driving at until Mr. Erwin mentioned 
the title of the bill, when the whole Senate 
broke into a laugh Mr, Erwin for a moment 
was surprised. He looked up in a half-startled, 
half-amused way, and exclaimed, “ What’s 


this?” 
what are you talking about?’ asked

Ablush rippled over Mr, Erwin’s saturnine 
features, and he exclaimed: “Why, [ am talk- 
ing about the bill under consideration—the bill 
the Chairman bas announced,” 

“What bill did the Chairman announce ?”

“That vill appropriating $250,000 for. an 
armory in New-York City,” retorred Mr. Erwin. 

“Oh you are mistaken,’’ said Senator Sloan, 
“we are discussing Stevens’s Groase bill.” 

Mr. rwin was at home atonce, “This is a 
very importaut bill,” ne observed, “and it 
ought io be passed withous amenument and 
delay. It proposes to prevent people who live 
in marble paiaces.in New-York City and who 
possess delicate palates, from coming up Into 
our country, the garden spot of the State, and 
killing rashly and indiscriminately our birds.of 
which We are all so proud. Now, the Senator 
from the Eighth (Mr. Stewart] is. a natural 
sport, and he can go to the Adirondacks, kill a, 
few birds, take them to his home, and with a 
few triends, enjoy eating them. Buti we don’t 
propose to allow avery Dow. to,come,up.in the 
Adirondacks and forthe fun of the thing kill 
all our game birds. That business we propose 
to stop. We don’t object to any,body’s coming 
upand killing enough for bis own individual 
use, but when it cumes tothe point of? having 
every man with a gun who Gan kill a bird when 
he sees it shipping half a dozen every day. to 
every, friend he’s got, we think 16 1s time to.call 
a halt.” 

Senator Chase wanted ** woodcock” included, 
but withdrew. his amendment at the suggestion 
of Senator Sloan.

Senator Birkett.of Brooklyn introduced a _pe-

Senator Roesch also introduced two bills; one 
provides that all titles. to real estate that are 
rendered defective, in consequenge. of the loss 
of ajudgment roll,in a foreclosure action can 
be made good on petition to the court, where- 
upon arefer¢e shall be appointed, who, will 
take proof as to the loss of the roll and its con- 
tents. The second bill increases the pay of re- 
tired Detective Sergeants to $1,000.a year. 

Senator Ahearn has introduced the annual

Mr. Kimball introduced a bill amenaing the

into the condition of the streets and avenues of 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, 
has made a report of the details of 11s investiga- 
tion. The result of personal observation and a 


Inass of testimony taken from all classes of 


people in the,wards mentioned was that the 


‘Colnmittee unhesitatingly agreed that relief wag 


necessary and should be granted. [t found sixty 
miles of public highways in a wretened and 


deplorable condition, and only abeut six miles 


of paved streets in ay area almost as large 
a8 the rest of the city of Now-York. There were 
only twenty-seven miles of sewerage, and al- 
most a total absence of drainage in the midst 
of a population of nearly 90,000 people. This 
condition of affairs, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, Was &@ constant menace to the health of 
this rapidly-growing district, fraught with dan- 
ger to the lives of residents, and detrimental to 
the material prosperity of the district. : 

This lamentable condition haa its origin in 
‘“«the strange anomaly of haviug the Park De- 
partment the ‘local authority’ of the district.” 

The committee, which was composed of Sen- 
ators. Vedder, Erwin, Stadler, Arnold, and 
Murphy, submits a bill, the passage of which 
would, in its opinion, remedy the evils com- 
plained. of. in the Twenty-third and T’wenty- 
fourth Wards, which are due, in its opinion, to 
the fact that the district-is- under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Park Department. The bill author- 
izes the Mayor of New-York to appoint on May 
1 an additional member of the Board of Street 
Opening and Improvement, and trausfers to 
the appointee certain powers now possessed 
by the Department of Public Parks in 
relation to the Twenty-third aud Twenty-fourth 
Wards, The new member is, to be officially 
known as the Commissioner of Street Improve- 
ments of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards. He must reside and continue to reside 
in one of these wards, and unless sooner re- 
moved shali hold office for six years from May 1,> 
1890, and until his successor shall be appoint- 
‘ed and shall qualify. The salary is fixed at 
$5,000 a year, to be paid by the Controller, the 
bond being $10,000, with two or more sullicient 
sureties. to be approved by the Mayor. 

After May 1 the new Commissicuer shall have 
exclusive power to locate, lay out, construct, 
and maintain ali streets, roads, avenues, public 
squares, and places, and to devise plans for ana 
locate. all bridges aud tunnels, and prepare 
plans for the proper drainage and seweraxe in 
the territory of the wards mentioned. He 
shall have the power to establish the width and 
grade of all roudways and squares and all im- 
provements in his territory. In exercising this 
power he sball bo subject to ali the obliga- 


tions resting upon the Departmeng of 
Public Parks prior to the passace 0 
the xct. He. is restricted, however, from 


interfering with existing public parks ana 
parkways and rouds) immediately  ad- 
jacent to such parks. He is also restricted 
trom interfering wit’. the improvement of Har- 
jem River and Spuyten Duyvil Creek and with 
all means of transit across or under the same, 
Nor can the new Commissioner interfere with 
any legal work already done by the Department 
of Public Parks unless by and with the concur- 
rence of a. majority of the Board of Street Open- 
ing and Improvement of the city of New-York. 
The new Commissioner shall, within two 
years and six months from the date of his ap- 
pointment, complete the surveys, maps, plans, 
and profiles of all roadways, pubiic squares, 
and places locate and laid out in his territory, 
showing ali particulars, and at the completion 
thereot he shall submit his work to the Board 
of Stree Opening aod Improvement for its 
concurrence.aud approval. After approval, and 
before May 1, 1893, the board must file al 
maps, plans, and profiles as now prescribed by 
law, except that all such documents. must be 


certitied by the new. Commissioner, instead 
of by the President of the Depart- 
ment of. Public. Parks or by one of 


the Commissioners or members of that. de- 
partment, Another exceptioa in filing is that 
one of the said maps, plang, and protiles shall 
be filad in the office of the new Commissiouer, 
instead of the oftice of the Department of Pub- 
lic Parks. After such filing no chenge or modi- 
fication. shall be made in any such map, plan, 
or protile. These documents sball be final and 
conclusive. 

The Department of Public Parks shall, on 
May 1, 1890, or as soon. therearter as practica- 
ble, transfer to the new, Commissioner all the 
maps, plans, profiles, charts, contracts, docu- 
ments, books, papers, Instruments, properties, 
maclaines, apparatus, and-all other parupher- 
nalia in the possession of the sald department 
or under iis control, belonging, or in any wise 





appertaining to the duties, powers, Manage- 
| ment and supervision of the néw Commissioner. 
All unexpended appropriations for public pur- 
| poses in the said wards, except those relating 
to public parks and parkways, must be trans- 
ferred on May 1, 1890, to the credit and control 
of the new Commissioner, The Comuiassioners 
of the Sinking Fund of the city of New-York 
shall procure and furnish suitable offices in his 
territory for the new Couunissioner, who is also 
allowed a deputy at a salary of $3,500 a year.

The committes resumed the examination of 
the Hudson County vallot boxes this morning 
with the Fourth Precinct of the Sixth Districts 
aud went on to and inoluding the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct without discovering any proofs of fraud. 
Lhe twelve Jersey City precincts of that als- 
trict have been, to all outward appearances, 
clean. The miscounts in the vote tor Senator 
have balanced cach other, and all the ballots 
have seemed to be regular and properly marked. 
These precincts gave Stuhr 502 majority over 
McDonald, according to the official returns. 
There are. tive other precincts in the district, 
but they are in Bayonne. The committee had 
not tre combination by which to open these 
boxes, hence their examination was postponed 
and work begun on the Seventh District. 

That is the. district in which Dennis Gal- 
lagher, an independent Democrat, ran for the 
Assembiy against Jolin F. Kelly, a ring Dem- 
Ocrat, There were mwany scandalous thiugs 
about, the election and count. It was widely 
believed that Gallagher was elected by the 
votes legally cast, yet Kelly was returned as 
elected wy 1,347 plurality. McDonald was 
returned with 1,823 plurality, and Gov, Ab- 
bett was returned with 2,273 plurality. The 
ballot box from the First Precinct was found 
fuli of irregularities and indications of fraud. 
The registry hst had 531 names checked as 
having voted, but the poll book contained 705 
names, and the certificate stated that 705 
persons had voted. When the ballots were 
examined if was found that 114 of them 
were stamped with a stamp different 
from that on the box. On the regular box 
stamp the words “Jersey” and “City” were 
some distance apart, The elliptical figure be- 
tween the words Was egg-shaped on the strange 
ballots, the words were nearer. together, and 
the figure between them was a perfect ellipse. 
The ink on the regular and strange ballots was 
also of different shades, All of the 114 ballots 
with the strange stamp were Democratic, but 
differed from the regular Democratic ballots in 
that they had the figure of an eagle at the top 
and the name of Jon Kelly for Freeholder in 
Place of the regular nominee, William H. Ellis, 

The committee went over these ballots twice, 
examining the marks with cure, and the zen- 
eral opinion seemed to be. that at least the 114 
bailots were fraudulent. The fact that this num- 
ber was very nearly the difference between the 
humber of checked names on the registry list 
and the nuinber of ballots in the box streugth- 
ened this opinion. Lhe recount changed the 
official. return for Senator only by adding one 
to Stuhr’s vote. But if was noted that there 
were 149 baliots 1m the box bearing tle 
name of Grubb for Governor, instead 
of the 144 returned for him. The elec- 
tion ofticers in the precinct were 
John McGrath, judge; Frank McDermott 
and Sylvester Lehy, inspectors,and J, W. Stuart, 
clerk, The roguiar Republican inspector was 
William Davis, but he isa brother-in-law of 
Dennis Gallagher, and the orher election olfi- 
cers ejected him on. the first registration day 
and substituted Lehy. This affair led to & dis- 
turbance ut the time, and two police ofticers 
were put under arrest for interference. It was 
the general opinion in Jersey City theo that 
Davis was put ont so. that the ballot-box stufl- 
ing could bs carried on withont objection, The 
voting place for this precinct was at a fire com- 
yx4uny’s. headquarters on Ninth-street, bear 
xrove-stract. 

The ballot box from the Second Precinct of 
the Seventh District was fonnd in good condi- 
thon, The ballots were all regularly and plainly 
marked, and the recount changed the official 
re.urns only by taking one trom Stubr. The 
ballot box from. the third Precinct of the Sev- 
enth Diatrict proved to be as full of irregulari- 
ties and, evidences of fraud as that from the 
First Precinet., Thodialon the box indicated 
that 758 ballots went into the box. The poll 
book had 810 names of men said to have voted. 
‘The tally sheets and oflicial returns. gave Mc- 
Donald 644 votes aud Stuhr 154 votes. The 
recount gave McDonald. a. total of 668, or 24 
more than the returne, and Stulr 136, or 19 
less than the returns. 

But of MoDonald’s ballots only 467 were reg- 
ular. Of the others 106 were large baliots, 
with the eagle at the head and John Kelly’s 
name for I’reeholder, and stamped. by. a difter- 
ent apparatus from that of the box, and 95 
were the familiar little “jokers.” Both kinds 
of ballots, aggregating 201, were clean, and ap- 
peared to have been strung only once, while 
the regular ballots. om the string before them 
were much rumpled and soiled, and seemed to 
have been strung two or three times. The 
voting place for this precinct was at a stable 
on Eleventh-street, near Erie-street, Jersey 
City. The election officers were T. J. Carroll, 
William Higgins, Richard Wade, and R. 'T. Bat- 
terslee, When the eXamination was concluded, 
Senator Gardner remarked that he had begun 
to belleve that the estimate of 10,000 fraud- 
went votes in Hudson County was not an ex- 
ageeration. 

Before examining the contents of the ballot 
box from the Fourth Precinct of the Seventh 
District Counselor Corbin called Terence J. 
McDonald to testify concerning occurrences on 
election day. Mr. McDonald was Chairman of 
the Fusion Committee for the Seventh District 
and spent election day watching the voting. 
He said that he was at the Fourth Precinct 
from 8 o’clock until about 11 o’clook in 
the morning, from 1:30 to 8:30 in the after- 
noon, and from about 5 o'clock until 
the polls closed at 7 o’clock, The election offi- 
cera Were Michael Hughes, judge; James Sean- 
lon and Theodore Schultz, inspectors, and 
Michael Cassyty, clerk. The voting was in an 
eugine house on Henderson-street. Hughes, the 
judge of the Election, Board was foreman of the 
engmecompany. When the polls closed the elec- 
tion officers took a recess, Hughes saying they 
wanted supper, and the counting of the ballots 
did not begin until about9:50 o'clock. Witness 
5aW the first 100 ballots counted and put on the 
string, and Samuel Stuart, a fusion watcher, 
tallied them, Of this frst hundred 1 was blank 
and 34 were for Stuhr. 

When the first. 100 ballots had. been counted 
it was about 11:30 o’clock, and the Election 
Koegrd took another recess, and went away and 
did not return until 2 o'clock in the morning. 
The box was pot removed,and one of the 
inspectors, Theodore Schultz, who, witness sup- 
posed, represented tbo fusionists, staid by 
' it. At 2o’clock the. other election officers re- 
| turned, but did not resume the count. There 
{| were then twenty-five or thirty people stand- 
ing abont, and witness saw Hughes go to the 
back part of the engine house and strike. the

FIXING A SITE FOR THE FAIR THAT 
MAY BE IN CHIOAGO, 
+CHIcaco, Feb. 26.—A morning paper, the 
editor of which is a member of the Committee 
on Site of the proposed Chicago Fair, printed 
this morning what purports to be the substance 
of the report which that committee will make to 
the Fair Association, According to this pub- 
lication the committee will propose the lake 
front as the site.for the chief parG of the fair, 
and recommend that sections of it be placed in 





‘The lake front is less than one mile long andis 
now 500 feet wide, Itis proposed that the halt 
| dozen railroad tracks betweon the park and 
| Lake Michigan shall be lowered three or four 
teet, and that the park shall be extended out 
| intothelake, making it 1,700 feet wide. 
western edge of the park is now 14 feet above 
ordinary lake leve). Thescheme ia to fill in the 
| eastern edge so that the railroad tracks ard 


trains will be covered from sight under 
a viaduct sodded over. This will 
‘an area of 260 acres, All_ buildings 
| now in the park will be removed and the eatire 
Space devoted to structures for exhibits, ex- 
cept enough ab the northern end for a big union 
passenger station. According to the ficures 
presented 100 acres would be left for buildings. 
The area improved would extend from Park- 
row, alittle street one block north of ‘’welfth- 
street ou the south, to Randolph-street on the 
north, and from Michigau-avenue on the west 
to Lake Michigaa on the east. 

The park’ is reasonably convenient to the 
street-car systems of the city, bit less so to the 
railroad lines. In many respects it 18 better 
suited to the needs of a fair than any site yet 
suggested. ft would, however, render necas- 
sary the separation of the departments of an 
exposition, there being uo place for the ex- 
hibits of cattle and hogs, without which no Chil- 
cago fair would be complete. 

‘he scheme for dividing up the fair so that 
all the real estate speculators may have & 
chance has many advocates. One local paper, 
the bvening Journal, is already committed to 
that absurd idea, After indorsing the lake 
front for the main buildings it editorially suys 
to-night: 

“Tho other portions of the vast exhibition could 
be appropriately located in the north, west, and 
south divisions of the city, by and in the great 
parks, Every kind of machinery and mechanical 
appliance could be displayed on the north side, at 
or near Lincoln Park. The grand products of agri- 
culture of all kinds might be exhibited in the vicin- 
ity of Humboldt, Gartield, and Douglas Parks, 
The south parks cou!d be occupied by other de- 
partments of the fair. * * * Noother plan would 
be as comprehensive and as poffect as one formed 
ou these outlines,” 5 

It is probable that the lake front site will be 
bitterly opposed by Warren Leland and other 
hotel men along Michigan-avenue, facing the 
park, Mr. Leland has appealed to the courts to 
take the big Exposition building off the park, 
because he wants a clear view of the lake from 
his hotel wiadows, and he wil! stultify himseif 
if he consents to the construction of cnormous 
barracks, desizned to be permanent, the entire 
length of the park. 


ANOTHER MEETING CALLED. 
WORLD’S FAIR MANAGERS TO CLOSE 


UP THEIR ACCOUNTS. 


It has just dawned upon the pusy masses in 
Now-York that the World’s lair has been lost. 
The general verdict is that pronounced by 
Chauncey M. Depew: ‘Politics has killed the 
fair.” On the elevated roads and the ferry- 
boats for ths last two days the talk has all run 
upon the exposition and how this oMy has been 
deprived of its benefit by a powerful political 
combination, whieh included the Administra- 
tion. . 

It is a curious fact that while the agitation 
for the fair was going on and the legislative 
snarls were being unraveled New-Yorkers could 
be told off by the hundreds who were utterly in- 
different as to the ultimate fata of the project. 


But local pride has been touched to the quick, 
and to-day the indignation which was trst 
aroused by Thomas C. Piatt is almost as unl- 
vorsal as it is intense. He has made himself 
the best-hated man in this community. 

In the Executive Commiitee’s offices in THE 
TIMES Building there were signs yesterday of 
the bustle and hurry of people about to close 
up shop and go out of business. The Secre- 
tary’s force of clerks was busy in sending out 
copies of a notice to wembers of the Executive 
Committee aunouncing a meeting of that body 
uext Tuesaay afternoon at Zo’ clock. Tiis 
meeting promises to be a» rather lively one. I[t 
is Known that some of this committee are eager 
to have an exposition at any hazard in New- 
York, They argue that the Worla’s Fair Comw- 
mission is now a legal institution, constituted 
by State legisiation and under a six years’ char- 
ter. They assert, too, that it may spring into 
active life at any moment, 

On the other hand, it will be urged that it 
would not help the present situation a bit to 
organize any exhibition which would lessen the 
prize won by Chicago. Ostensibly, the meeting 
of Tuesday has been called to tix up the uo- 
counts relating to the fair. Mayor Grant Is 
anxious to have Matters wound up in good 
shape and as speedily as possible. 

Mr. William steinway has written to Mr. Otto 
Young, Chairman of the Chicago Sub-Finance 
Committee, that, should the Wori’s. Fair bill as 
passed by tho House of Representatives be- 
come a law, he authorizes Mr. Young to sub- 
scribe for him, as a citizen of New-York, 
$20,000 to the capital stock of the fair. 


PREPARING A BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The Special House 
Committee on the World’s Fair met this morn- 
ing to begin the consideration of the bili to give 
effect to the decision of the House, 

Chairman Candler opened the proceedings by 
stating that the committees wus now prepared 
to entertain suggestions from the Chicagu rep- 


resentatives respecting amendments to the bill, 
already reported, necessary to make it apply 
to Chicago, 

Mr. Hitt said that’ Chicago would leave the 
matter of an appropriation to meet the cost of 
a Government exhibit and Government build- 
ings to the House, and would be content to ac-

HOT WORDS IN A SENATE

SENATOR LAUGHLIN REFUSES TO LISTEN 
TO CAPTS. CLARK AND DEPUY—A 

LIVELY BATTLE OF WORDs. 


ALBANY, Feb. 26.—The Legislature of 1890 
promises to become memorable in more ways 


, thanone, Before the Assembly Committee on 


Banks yesterday a lobbyist publiely declared 
that he came to Albany ‘ton business,” and 
that he would only talk to a member of the 
committee at his (the lobbyist’s) oftice on Broad- 
way, New-York. To-day the sensation was on 
the Senate side, before the Senate Committee 
on Canals, and a lively, unprecedented sen- 


sation it was, too, for the Chairman of 
the committee, Mr. Laughlin, after refus- 
ing point blank to listen to those

to call in the police, and then left the Ancient 
Mariners in full possession ot the committee 
room, Such ascene bas not been witnessed i 
the Capitol since Col. Dennison denounce 
Crank Piatt for trying to build the Poughkeep- 
sie Bridge while he had the company's stock in 
his pocket. 

The feud between Senator Laughlin and the 
Ancient Mariners is of long duration and has in- 
tensitied with years, The Mariners are the rep- 
resentatives here of the Canal and Harbor Pro- 
teetion Union of the State ef New-York, which 
has been trying tor three years to induce the 
State to construct grain elevators. Coming 
from Buffalo, as he aoes, and being Chairman 
of the Canat Committee of the iast Senate, as 
he was, and of this Senate, as he is, Senator 
Laughlin has been an object of uneon- 
cealed distrust by the Ancient Mariners. 
They Rave issued since last Ovtober several 
cireulars expressive of their distrust of him, and 
of their disgust for the Legislature. As early 
as last October, Capt. Clark issued what he 
called ‘“* an open letter to the legisiative reform 
party of New-York.” The followisg sentence 
is an index to the general tone of the document: 
“Tam well aware that the subsidized aespica- 
ble monopoly sheets, also the monopoly trust 
brigands, as well as the scorpion machine poll- 
ticians, Willcry down ali honest efforts put 
forth to right the grievous wrongs heaped upon 
the masses by robber laws.” Then followed 
a direoiory of “names of those haughty and 
high,” who “will ever stand convicted as 
being the most vicious class of this century,” 
beginning with Jay Gould and taking in 200 
men of all kinds and classes. When he read 
tuat circular Senator Laughlin declared that 
the Ancicnt Mariners would never appear be- 
tore &@ Committees of which he was Chairman, 

In the meantime other circulars were issued, 
one of them in heavy black type, beginning: 
“How murdering railroad and electric light- 
ing, &¢., ‘rovber barons’ pack the committees 
of the New-York Legislature with their pliant 
creatures against the people’s best interests— 
that, too, at their own sweet wills; New- York’s 
commercial supremacy menaced by piratical 
port charges and staud-and-deliver grain ele- 
vator plunderings at Buifualo and New-York. 
The State canalboat men come to the people’s 
rescue, but where, oh, where is the unmuzzled 
pulpit and the free and untrammeled press in 
tunis heroic battle for ‘ blind justice’ and liberty? 
Beware, robber barons! Beware of the wrath- 
ful vengeance of a crushed and outraged mul- 
titude!”” To-day a@ final circular appears. In 
the House Gen. Husted suppressed them. Inthe 
Senate, however, copies were placed on every 
desk. Ia glaring black headlines it opened: 

* Canal commerce brazenly flesced of willions 
of dollars aunually by the grain elevator and 
wharfage rings.” It contained the assertion 
that the Erie County legislators to & man sus- 
tain grain elevator extloriion On canal com- 
merce. It declared that the Erie Canal was not 
worked to one-quarter of 1ts capacity last sea- 
son; that while the canal boatmen haye 
reduced rates on wheat 15 to 20 and even 
30 cents a bushel, the elevator rings have 
quadrupled elevating rates. It also declared 
that $5,000,000 were annually collected in 
New-York and Brooklyn for whartage on ship- 
ping, and testified to the fact that the wharves 
are tree in Boston, and that elevator wharves 
are free wt Newport, Baltimore, and Philadel- 
phia. 

Under these circumstances the Ancient Mari- 
ners appeared before Senator Laughiin’s Com- 
mittee yn Canals this afternoon. Only three 
members were present, the Chairman and 
Messrs, Collins and MoNaughton, 

‘*We want to be heard on Senator UVollins’s 
Grain Elevator bill,” announced Capt. Ulark of 
Constantia. with a wicked gleam in bis eye. 

Senator Laughlin’s face grew very red. He 
thumped the table with his clinched hand. “I 
refuse tu sit here and listen to any argument 
on this bill made by either of these men,’ he 
said, scowling at Clark and Sidepartner Depuy, 
who exchanged glances, ‘‘and what is more,” 
continued the Senator, “I shall refuse to hear 
them any time this session on any bill. [ woula 
rather resign my position as Chairman than 
listen to their vaporings.

BINDING ALL AMERICA 


A RAILROAD TO UNITE ALL 
THE REPUBLICS. 
THE DETAILS OF THE PLAN ADOPTED 
BY THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 
YESTERDAY. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—At the meeting of the 
International American Conference to-day the 
following was unanimously adopted: 


Tho International American Conference is of 
the opinion: 

+irst—That a railroad connecting ail or the 
majority of the nations represented in this con- 
ference will contribute greatly to the develop- 
ment of the moral relations and material inter- 
ests of the said nations, 

Second—That the means best adapted to begin 
and carry out its execution is the appointment 
ofan international commiasion of engineers to 
study the possible routes, determine tueir true 
length, estimate their respective cost, and 
compare their reciprocal advantages. 

jhird—That the said commission should bo 
com posed of three engineers appointed by each 
natlon, with the privilege of dividing into sub- 
commissions, and to appoint as many othér en- 
gineers and employes as might be considered 
— for the more rapid execution of the 
wor . 

Fourth—That each of the Governments ac- 
cepting may appoint, at its own expense, Ccom- 
missioners or engineers in the capacity ef auxile 
laries to the sub-commissions charged with the 
sectional surveys of the railroad: 

Fifth—That the railroad, in 80 far as the com- 
mon interests will permit, should unite the 
principal cities lying in the vicinity of its route. 

Sixth—That if the geveral direction of the 
line cannot bealtered without great inconven- 
ience for the purpose mentioned in the preced- 
ing article, branch lines should be surveyed to 
connect those cities with the main line. 

Seventh—That tothe end of diminishing the 
cost of the work the existing railways should 
be utilized as far as is possibie and compatible 
with the route and conditions of the conti- 
nental railroad. 

Lighth—That in case tha work of the com- 
mission demonstrate the practicability and ad- 
visabjlity of the railroad, proposals tor the con- 
struction eitnerof the whole work or of sections 
thereof should be solieited. 

Ninth—That the construction, management, 
and operation of the line should be at the ex- 
pense of the concessionaires, or of the persons 
to whom they sublet the work or to whom they 
transfer their rights, with all due formalities, 
the consent of the respective Governments firsts 
being obtained. 

Tenth—That all materials necessary for the 
construction and operation of the railroad 
should be exempt from import duties, subjec 
to the measures necessary to prevent abuses o 
this privilege. 

éleventh—That all personal and real property

Seven grave and reverend Senators have 
been assigned to the ridiculous task of try- 
ing to find out how the secrets of executive 
sessions leak out. These dignified gentle- 
men are expected to go smelling about and 
asking questions for the purpose of ascer- 
taining how newspaper reporters get at 
such matters of public interests as trans- 
pire through the closed doors of the Senate, 
when they know perfectly well that the 
only possible source of information, direct 
orindirect,is the Senators themselves. If 
the matter is to be made the subject of in- 
quiry, the Senate in the secrecy of its star 
chamber should search the hearts of its 
own members. The executive sessions are 
a ridiculous heritage of the past anyway, 
and are so regarded by many Senators, who 
fail to be impressed by the sanctity of their 
“secret” doings. They are made the more 
ridiculous by the promptness with which 
anything of consequence that is done be- 
comes known, and the climax of absurdity 
is reached in this solemn inquiry as te how 
it happens. 








The feeling of Mr. VAN Trnz, the bonds- 
man of PELL, that it was not worth while 
to submit longer to the annoyance and 
“‘publicity” involved in his function is one 
for which he may very well be pardoned. 
Mr. VAN TINE sought relief in the surren- 
der of PELL to the authorities, and we have 
no doubt that he experienced relief ina 
variety of ways when he had done so. It 
is not likely that the brilliant financier 
will be forced to give his own person as the 
only adequate security for his appearance 
when ‘‘ wanted.” In the course of his ex- 
tensive assortment of business operations 
it must be that he has made enough friends 
who will be glad to go on his bond, and 
will await with the confidence that he 
has known so well how to inspire, not only 
his personal appearance for trial, but his 
vindication under the fieree light that beats 
upon the dock of a criminal court. 











When the State Senatesolemnly addressed 
a series of questions to Commissioner PECK 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics as to the 
effect of the law requiring the State to pay 
all laborers $2 a day on public work, it 
must have been possessed by a cynical 
sense of humor. It asked for information 
which he could not possibly give, and it 
drew from him opinions that are not of the 
least value, The one definite fact elicited 
Mr. Peck obtained from the Superintendent 
of Public Works, and it is an interesting 
one. The enforced increase of wages of 
laborers upon the canals last year cost the 
State $300,000. Mr. PECK thinks that the 
fact that these men received $2 & day 
enabled other workmen along the line of 
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the canal to get better wages, and he argues 
that when men in one occupation get better 
wages it'tends to produce a rise all around. 
He answers the questions with the scantiest 
supply of facts, but favors the Senate with 
a theory of his own on the subject, which is 
hardly worth the trouble of propounding so 
many formal inquiries. 





The bill just reported favorably in the 
House, from the Library .Committee, to 
provide for bringing the remains of JoEL 
BaRLow to his native country will recall 
that this American poet of the earlier days 
of the Republic died in the public service 
and in a foreign land. He was, iu fact, 
Minister to France under MADISON when, 
in the Autumn of 1812, he received a re- 
quest from NAPOLEON, then absent on his 
Russian campaign, to join him and con- 
clude a treaty between France and the 
United States, whose provisions had already 
been discussed. He hurned toward the 
appointed moeting place, near Wilna, in 
Poland, only to learn that the Emperor’s 
army was in full retreat from Moscow, and | 
BARLOW himself, overcome by fatigue and 
exposure to cold, died of a congestion of 
the lungs near Cracow, and was there bur- 
ied. Now, after an interval of nearly four- 
score years, it is proposed to bring back his 
remains for interment at his birthplace in 
Redding, Conn. For one man inour day 
who reads Jor, BARLOW’s “ Columbiad,” 
made as heavy by political philosophy as 
the old-time ordnance that bore the same 
name, there are ten thousand to whom the 
refrain of Joun HowarpD PAYNE’s famous 
song is familiar; yet, like PAYNE, he died 
in our foreign service, and this constitutes 
the basis of the pending bill. 








The investigation which Mr. FRANK Hat- 
TON beguiled the credulous and zealous 
Mr. Ewarr to undertake into the opera- 
tions of the Civil Service Commission was 
enlivened yesterday by the appearance of 
ex-Commissioner OBERLEY. This gentle- 
man has made it plain by recent utter- 
ances in the public press that be retains a 
lively,and not an amiable impression of 
the characteristics of some of his former 
associates in the commission, and it was 
expected that this impression would lead 
him to aid in the attack upon at least one 
of these gentlemen. But so far was this 
from being the case that he practically as- 
sumed the responsibility for the very trans- 
action in which wrong was said to have 
been done. So completely was his evidence 
destructive of the case of the prosecution 
that Mr. EwarRT was driven to cross-exam- 
ine his own witness and to try to involve 
him in admissions that would lessen its 
force. But he failed. Now we suggest to 
Mr. EWART, who seems to have been sinned 
against rather than to have sinned in this 
matter, that he retrieve his reputation by 
boldly advocating the reform system and 
pressing the increased appropriation 
needed to make it effective. 








POLITICS AND RAPID TRANSIT. 
There are intimations already of a polit- 
ical contest over the two rapid transit 
bills at Albany, and if such a contest is not 
avoided there is great dangerthat provision 
for one of the most pressing necessities of 
this city will be again postponed. The 
main difterence between the two bills, and 
that over which the conflict is likely to be 
waged, relates to the manner of naming 
the Commissioners who are to take charge 
of providing rapid transit for the city. 
Under what is known as the Ives bill the 
Mayor would appoint five Commissioners, 
not more than three of whom need be resi- 
dents of the city. When the same bill was 
pending last year it was said in explana- 
tion of this provision that it was intended 
to give the Mayor the opportunity of se- 
lecting two expert engineers who should 
be free from any possible interest in 
local corporations or local schemes. The 
Fassett bill names as “ Rapid Transit 
Railroad Commissioners” the Mayor of the 
city, CHARLES 8. FAIRCHILD, WILLIAM L. 
STRONG, JOSEPH J. O’DONOHUE, CHARLES 
J. CANDA, FREDERICK T. BROWN, and 
GEORGE H. ROBINSON, all of whom are 
well-known citizens of New-York. Another 
difference of note between the two measures 
is that the Fassett bill gives to the proposed 
Commissioners full power to carry out the 
purpose of the law subject to constitutional 
requirements, while the Ives bill makes the 
action of the commission in some points 
subject to approval by the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund, who would also obtain 
the required consents and dispose of the 
franchise for constructing and operating 
rapid-transit roads. 

Tho main contention is likely to be over the 
principle of appointment by the Mayor as 
the head of the local Government as against 
the practice of naming Commissioners for 
a local work by the Legislature itself. It 
is claimed that the principle of local self- 
government is at stake, and the Governor 
in announcing his approval of the World’s 
Fair bill laid much stress upon the fact 
that it did not violate that principle, inas- 
much as the Commissioners named in that 
bill had been originally selected by the 
Mayor with the general approval of the 
people. There was an intimation in the 
Gevernor’s memorandum that he did not 
approve of the actual choice by the Legis- 
lature of Commissioners for work of a local 
character, and his statements may have 
had some intentional reference to the 
rapid transit bills. But there are some clear 
distinctions which ought to be kept in mind 
in reference to this matter. The task of 
determining ths need of rapid transit, of 
laying out routes and devising plans for it, 4 
of disposing of franchises, organizing cor- 
porations, and supervising the construction 
of railroads, is not afunction belonging to 
the municipal administration. It is nota 
part of the local Government in any sense, 
although it involves local interests to a 
very large extent. It isa matter of neces- 
sity that it should be placed in charge of a 
special commission, and the manner of con- 
stituting that commission is not a question 
of local self-government. The local Gov- 
ernment has no power to make provision 
for rapid transit. It is a matter of State 
legislation, and there is no ground upon 
which it can be claimed as a matter of right 
or of principle that the Mayor should ap- 
point the commission. , 





If there is any politics or daniger of poli- 
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tics in either of these two rapid transit 
bills, in which is it most likely to be found ? 
The Ives bill would leave the power to ap- 
point Commissioners in the hands of the 
Mayor without restriction. Who the Com- 
missioners would be could not be known 
until the bill had become a law, and the 
Tammany Mayor of the city would be at 
liberty to give as much or as little political 
character to the commission, and conse- 
quently to its work, as he saw fit. He 
would have to be trusted in that respect 
implicitly, and the majority in the Legis- 
lature, being Republican may not be 
unwilling to trust him. His-course might 
be non-partisan and his commission 
might be free from political influ- 
ence, but who can tell? The advan- 
tage of the Fassett bill is that it carries its 
own assurance on that point. That bill we 
know has no political character or partisan 
purpose. It was devised for the very pur- 
pose of avoiding that and guarding against 
the political possibilities of the Ives bill. 
It was not framed by Republicans or by 
politicians. Like the World’s Fair bill, it 
was framed by citizens of New-York, who 
selected the Commissioners named in it as 
representative men of the city in whom the 
people wouJd have confidence. A majority 
of them are well-known Democrats, and 
nobody can say of them that there is the 
least danger that they would exercise the 
powers intrusted to them for the advantage 
of any party or faction. 

What the people of this city want is 
rapid transit, and they want it as speedily 
as possible and on the best possible plan, 
and they do not want the project in any 
way mixed up with local politics. Under 
the Fassett bill they would know who the 
Commissioners were to be, and would have 
assurance in advance that they would act 
with sole reference to the interests of the 
city in the matter of rapid transit. Under 
the Ives bill everything would depend on 
the Mayor’s future action, and there would 
not be a feeling of confidence and security. 
If a political contest is made, it will be be- 
cause there is politics in the Ives bill, for 
in the Fassett bill there is none, Such a 
contest would be a calamity, for it would 
be likely to defeat final and ettective action 
upon rapid transit at the present session, 
and the interests of this city are already 
suffering for lack of adequate facilities for 
travel. The way is now open for providing 
them; shall the politicians close it up with 
their wrangles for party advantage at the 
expense of the people ? 











THE SENATE SILVER BILL. 


We printed in our Washington dispatches 
yesterday morning the text of the bill re- 
ported by the majority of the Senate 
Finance Committee as a substitute for the 
bill prepared by Secretary WINDOM. It 
difters from the Windom bill in the follow- 
ing regards: Instead of directing the pur- 
chase of all the American silver bullion 
presented at market price, it directs the 
purchase of $4,500,000 worth per month or 
$54,000,000 worth per year. As the prod- 
uct of the American mines for 1888 was 
less than 46,000,000 ounces, worth a little 
over $43,000,000 at the average market 
price, it will be seen that this bill compels 
the purchase of about 25 per cent. more sil- 
ver than is produced in the United States. 
This allows nothing for the demand for sil- 
ver for the arts or for any purpose except 
purchase by the Treasury, and it involves 
the purchase by the Treasury of considera- 
bly more than one-half of all the product 
of silver of the world. So far as the éftect 
upon the market price of silver is con- 
cerned, the new bill is obviously much 
more radical than Mr. WINDOM’s, because 
it compels the purchase of more silver, to be 
made at a stated time, and at whatever 
price may be made forit. There is no dis- 
cretion as to the suspension of the pur- 
chases or to the rate at which they must 
be made. Weshould say that any one in- 
terested in the silver market would find this 
bill very satisfactory. 


There seems to be some curious theory in 
the minds of the authors of the bill regard- 
ing the assimilation of silver and gold by 
means of certificates for each, redeemable in 
‘lawful money.” The Treasury may pur- 
chase all gold offered. It must purchase 
$54,000,000 worth of silver annually. For 
all this bullion it is to issue certificates for 
the price paid, redeemable in “lawful 
money,” whetiier they were issued for silver 
bullion or for gold bullion. -The notion 
seems to be that this would bring about 
the application of the axiom that things 
that are equal to the same thing are equal 
to each other. A dollar’s worth of silver 
bullion and one of gold bullion, being repre- 
sented by the common certificate, redeem- 
able in lawful money, are supposed thereby 
to be kept equal to each other. But as a 
matter of fact the equality between them is 
destroyed. In the open market a dollar’s 
worth of one metal is equal to a dollar’s 
worth of the other. But when both are rep- 
resented by a certificate that may be re- 
deemed by a gold dollar, or by a United States 
legal-tender dollar note, or by a silver dol- 
lar containing 72 cents’ worth of silver, no 
one can tell what the value of the certificate 
is. It is undetermined and indefinite. Of 
course, it is sheer nonsense to suppose that 
any one will exchange gold bullion for 
these certificates when he can, under the 
present law, take bis bullion to the Mint 
and get coin for it that is worth its face 
value the werld over. ‘The sole actual 
effect of the law, if it be enacted, would be 
to compel the purchase of $54,000,000 of 
silver bullion by certificates redeemable in 
silver dollars, as well as in gold or legal 
tenders. 

Two consequences would flow inevitably 
from thislaw. The currency of the coun- 
try would be expanded at the rate of 
$54,000,000 a year, and the Treasury 
would steadily and rapidly accumulate 
silver until it could pay in nothing else. 
There is no reason why the silver-mine 
owners and those who are interested in 
the silver market should not be pleased 
with this. It would be extremely advan- 
tageous to them. It would be fatal to the 
interests and the rights of the rest of the 
community, and we cannot see that there 
is any excuse for any believer in sound 
money supporting such a measure. Wo 


hesitate to believe that Senator ALDRICH, 





who has the reputation of a sensidts busi- 
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ness man, has had—as he is reported to 
have had—a hand in devising this scheme. 
It is far worse than the Windom bill, and 
in some regards is as bad as free coinage. 
We do not believe it has any chance in 
Congress, and shall not believe it until we 
are forced to do so, 





THEY MUST HAVE PROTECTION. 

The demand of the owners of iron mines 
that the people shall continue to tax manu- 
facturers on the eastern seaboard for their 
pecuniary benefit should be considered in 
the light afforded by certain dividends re- 
cently declared. The Metropolitan Iron 
and Land Company owns and operates the 
Norrie, East Norrie, and Pabst mines, 
which produced last year more than one- 
tenth of the ore minedin the Lake Superior 
district. On the 18th ult. this company 
distributed $520,000 out of the earnings of 
last year, declaring a dividend of $6 50 on 
each share of $25. This was 26 per cent. 
onthe nominal capital, and it may have 
been a much higher rate upon the money 
actually invested. 

Dividends paid by two other well-known 
companies have recently been announced. 
The Republic divided $400,000, or 16 per 
cent., and the Lake Superior $300,000, or 
20 per cent. The Lake Superior, Republic, 
and Cleveland mines have yielded, since 
the beginning of work in the iron ore 
ranges, one-fourth of the ore product of the 
entire field in Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota. 

If the earnings of some of the other mines 
that are closely held by very few persons 
should be disclosed, it would probably ap- 
pear that the profits have been even larger 
than those already mentioned. This entire 
industry in the Lake Superior region is in a 
few hands, and is controlled by three or 
four small groups of owners. The Schles- 
inger syndicate, for example, already owns 
fifteen mines, which are said to be worth 
$10,000,000, and supplies about one-fourth 
of the output. We are not aware that 
statements of the earnings of these mines 
are made public. , 

The industry is very profitable; there is 
very little competition in it; and some of the 
mines have already sold substantially their 
entire product for this year at the high 
prices that yielded the very large earnings 
of last year. Still the owners demand that 
manufacturers on the Eastern seaboard 
shall pay a tax of 75 cents a ton on 
all the ore they import from Cuba or else- 
where. This is a manifestation of short- 
sighted greed. Major BENT, the President 
of the Pennsylvania Steel Company, said in 
his letter to Chairman McKINLEY of the 
Ways and Means Committee: 


“Practically the whole of the imported iron 
ore is used in the furnaces located at or near 
tidewater. Sevonty-five cents per ton duty on 
these ores represents the cost of hauling one 
ton of iron ore 100 miles. Removing this duty, 
therefore, only enables iron ore to enter 100 
miles further into the interior than it does to- 
day. On the other hand, it will enable my com- 
pany, a8 exporters, to go 800 or 1,000 miles by 
sea to compete with our competitors abroad.” 


Itis reported from Washington that Chair- 
man McKINLEY and his Republican asso- 
ciates in the committee have agreed to offer 
to the House as part of their bill the metal 
schedule of the Senate Tariff bill of last 
Winter. The arguments of the owners of 
the very profitable mines in the Northwest 
have outweighed the appeals of the protest- 
ing manufacturers on the Atlantic coast. 








WHAT WILL CHICAGO DO WITH IT? 

In spite of the doubt as to what the Sen- 
ate may do with regard to the action of the 
House upon the World’s Fair, it is evident 
enough that, if there is to be any fair at 
all under national authority in celebra- 
tion of the discovery of America, that fair 
will be held in Chicago. In that case it 
concerns, not alone the people of Chicago, 
but all Americans, that the exhibition shall 
be creditable to the country and shall not 
only attract but repay the attention of 
Americans and foreigners, 

The magnitude of this task has not yet 
been fairly appreciated by the promoters 
of the fair in Chicago, or indeed in any of 
the other cities that have cherished aspira- 
tions toward the fair. The Chicagoans 
especially have been entirely preoccupied up 
to this time with the desirableness of se- 
curing the fair, and have not had time to 
consider at all what manner of fair it was 
likely to be. Itis considerably more than 
time for them to begin to consider this ques- 
tion very seriously, for the shortness of the 
time for preparation 1s one of the chief diffi- 
culties in the way of a successful fair. It 
would in any case be a serious difficulty, 
but it is a much greater difficulty in the 
case of an inland city than it would bein 
the case of a city on the seaboard. New- 
York is the port of the country, the port of 
Chicago, as the Chicago papers put it in 
their blithesome way, and this means that 
the arrangements for consigning and plac- 
ing their goods in New-York are already 
familiar to such foreign dealers and manu- 
facturers as have a market in this country 
or are secking for one. Of course, the 
greater part of the foreign’ exhibits 
will be sent by men who have hopes 
of increasing their business by them 
or of selling them outright. In fact, 
the whole fair will be a “shop show,” 
excepting the exhibits sent by Govern- 
ments or by scientitic or artistic associa- 
tions. These exhibitors who exhibit in 
the hope of a direct or indirect pecuniary 
return have already relations with the im- 
porters in this country, who are actually or 
virtually their agents, and who are, of 
course, upon the seaboard. The shipment 
of exhibits to New-York is a simple matter, 
but the transshipment of them here and the 
disposal of them a thousand miles inland 
complicate it considerably—so much s0 that 
there is danger of discouraging from ex- 
hibiting at Chicago a considerable number 
of manufacturers and dealers who would 
make no question about exhibiting in 
New-York, and whose exhibits would add 
greatly to the interest of thefair. Of course 
it is to be assumed that the process of get- 
ting goods direct from European cities to 
Chicago will be much simplified and facili- 
tated before the fair actually begins. For 
this there is not only no time to be lost, but 
time is very positively lacking, inasmuch 
as, when he is invited to contribute, every 
foreigner who is applied to should be also 
informed in detail what arrangements have 





been made to save him unnecessary trouble, 


and to make an exhibition at Chicago as 
nearly as may be as easy and inexpensive 
for him as an exhibition at New-York. 

It is to be assumed that the nonsense 
which some of the. Chicago papers talked 
during the discussion on the site about 
their indifference of the fair to “ abroad” 
will now cease. It is not to be supposed 
that it was taken seriously even by the 
men who talked it, and much less by the 
men actually charged with the organiza- 
tion of the fair, for if they had taken it 
seriously they would simply have been 
showing their own incapacity for the task 
they had undertaken. The real justifica- 
tion of a World’s Fair is that it is a work of 
national education. Its educating effect 
. upon foreigners with regard to the country 
in which it is held is not to be compared 
with its showing to the artisans and manu- 
facturers of that country what foreigners 
are doing. The very great majority of the 
visitors to the fair being Americans, who 
know what is doing in their own several 
departments in their own country, the 
vaiue of the fair as well as its interest must 
depend upon as great and varied a collec- 
tion as possible of foreign exhibits, and to 
make such a collection, especially in an in- 
land city, time seems to be wanting if the 
exhibition is to be held in 1892, 

Chicago has so imperfect an appreciation 
of the proportions and cost of a World’s 
Fair that her representatives at Washing- 
ton are ready to consent to areduction of the 
sum to be appropriated by Congress for the 
Government exhibit’ from $1,500,000 to 
$500,000. If Chicago begins in that way, the 
country may as well dismiss the fair from 
its mind and turn to other matters. One 
million and a half is probably little enough 
for the Government exhibit, but that is 
only a petty detail. The main thing isa 
thumping appropriation of Federal money 
for the general purposes of the fair—for 
fencing in the site, for digging, building, 
disinfectants, salaries, &c. Ten mullion 
dollars is the very least that Congress can 
give in aid of the fair it has taken away 
from New-York and sent to Chicago, and 
it would be far safer and better to make 
it fifteen millions at once. Chicago will 
need all that and probably more to make 
the fair successful. The editor of the Even- 
ing Post ridicules the proposition of Fed- 
eral aid for the fair, and makes the absurd 
suggestion that Chicago will not ask for an 
appropriation. What has that to do with 
the question? This is the country’s fair, 
not Chicago’s, and the country knows that 
unaided Chicago will get up only a miser- 
able, shrunken, underfed, simulacrum of a 
fair. The money should be appropriated 
and Chicago forced to take it and spend it, 
whether she wants it or not. 














The killing at New-Albany, Ind., of a 
man engaged in robbing a grave will not 
be a matter for regret if it has the effect of 
breaking up the horrible practice. It is 
shameful that reputable physicians should 
be found, as they were in this case, to lend 
their countenance to what is not only a 
crime‘in law but a violation of natural de- 
cency. The men who fired upon the party 
of ghouls were kinsmen of the man whose 
grave was to be robbed, and their resent- 
ment of the desecration was excusable, 
tragic as its results were. There is really 
very little in the plea that the interests of 
science demand the violation of the grave. 
There are enough unclaimed and unbe- 
friended men and women dying to supply 
the legitimate demands of all the medical 
schools in the country, if the directors of 
these schools respected themselves and the 
law. The conviction of a physician for 
grave robbing would have the wholesome 
effect of making other physicians adopt 
other than criminal means for securing their 
subjects. 











AMUSEMENTS. 
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METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Wagner’s “Rienzi” was sung at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last evening for the first 
time in three years. The audience was one of a 
tolerably good size and friendly disposition. 
No doubt there were many persons -present 
bent upon testifying by their presence to a be- 
lief thatif Wagner had adhered to this semi- 
Meyerbeerian sort of thing and not gone to ex- 
perimenting with leit motives and Scandina- 
vian deities he might have amounted to some- 
thing. But tothem there is alack of satisfac- 
tion in “Rienzi,” because it is not genuine 
Italian opera after all, but has foreshadowings 
of the future Wagner, who upset the flesh pots 
of Rossini, 

For those who have learned to look upon the 
lyric drama as a serious art form and not a 
pastime, last night’s performance was not with- 
out its interest, butits chief importance at this 
time lay in the fact that it ushered in the Wag- 
ner cyolus, one of the most important events in 
the musical history of this country. 

The peformance had many merits, and was, 
on the whole, deserving of great praise. A lit- 
tie more dignity and jess sentimentality in the 
Rienzi of the evening would have improved 
the impressions received by the audience, but 
Herr Perotti sang the music with vigor, and 
generally with good taste. Friulein Meiss- 
linger was an energetic and earnest Adriano, 
and sang some of her music with real force. 
Her timid attempt at a mustache, however, 
cannot be said to have added to her appear- 
ance. The {rene was Friiulein Trauvmaun, 
who sang with her clear, fresh voice in a com- 
mendabie manner, but who forgot to enliven 
the proceedings by a little acting. 

Herr Fischer was an excellont Colonna and 
Herr Beck a competent Orsini. Her Behrens * 
Was acceptable as Raimondo, and Friiulein 
Koschoska tolerable as the Messenger of Peace. 
The chorus was up to Its work, and the orches- 
tra, under Walter Damrosch’s careful guidance, 
was etlicient. The chorus in the church was 
sung by some of the principal artists, who distin- 
guished themselves by finishing nearly half a 
tone below the organ. Due attention was paid 
to the opportunities for display atforded by the 
opera. ‘Lhere were statuesque Roman soldiers, 
who fenced with Scotch claymores, aud Ama- 
zons who followed their example. The ballet 
disported itselfin its customary agile manner, 
and Mile. Urbanska exhibited her graces to the 
delectation of the multitude. 

“Rienzi” bas, as noted on Sunday, held the 
stage since 1842, and it seems likely that a good 
performance of it will attract an audience at 
any time during the next quarter of a century 
ormore. But those who understand the inner 
spirit which controllea Richard Waguer will 
always look upon it as a curious creatnre of 
circumstances. Tnose who heard it last even- 
ing and who goto hear the * Flying Dutohman” 
Will do well to netice how much of the tinsei 
and stucco of the old style Wagner rid himself 
of between the two works. 
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MUSICAL NOTES.

OBITUARY. 


DR. MARTIN BREWER ANDERSON, 

Dr. Martin Brewer Anderson, President of 
the University of Rochester from 1853 to 1888, 
died yesterday at Lake Helen, Florida, whither 
he went last Autumn for the benefit of his 
health. Dr. Anderson had been ailing since 
1887, and in June, 1888, the trustees of the 
University reluctantly accepted his resignation 
as President, electing Dr. Hill as his successor 
Dr. Anderson taught one term during the fol- 
lowing year and until Dr. Hill assumed the 
office last September. 

Dr. Anderson’s life-work being ovea, his hold 
on life seemed at once to weaken. He passed 


most of the Summerin the mountains of Ver- 
mont, and in the Fail went to Florida, where 
death overtook him shortly after it had claimed 
his wife, who had accompanied him to the 
South, and whose death had a very depressing 
effect on the aged educator. 

Dr. Anderson was born tn Brunswick, Me., Feb, 
12, 1815, and at the age of twenty-one entered 
Waterville College, now Colby ‘University, from 
which he graduated In 1840. After a course in 
the theological hn pene J Newton, Mass., he 
was appointed tutor or ttn, Greek, and Math- 
ematics in Waterville College, ane in 1843 sup- 
plied the E-Street Baptist Church, Washington, 
D. C., returning in the following year to assume 
the chair of professur ot rhetoric in Waterville 
College. 

In 1850 Dr. Anderson resigned his professor- 
ship and removed to this city, becoming pro- 
prietor and editor of the New-York Recorder, 
which under his guidance attained a wide in- 
fluence in the Baptist denomination. In 1853 
he was unanimously chosen to the Presidency 
of the University of Rochester. He was & man 
ofa singularly imposing appearance, tall be- 
yond the usual stature of men, with a strong, 
earnest, thoughtful face, whose fine features 
bore the refining imprint of high thought and 
broad echolarship. He bore a remarkable re- 
semblance to Garibaldi, though taller than the 
Italian liberator, and once, in Italy, was en- 
thustastivally cheered by Garlbaldians who 
mistook him for their then almost idolized 
leader. In the primo of his manhood his 
Strength was great, aud o)d graduates delight- 
edly tell of his method of quieting college dis- 
turbances by getting into the thick of them 
himself and applying such physical means as 
were necessary to command attention as an in- 
troduction to the application of moral suasion. 

His scholarship was of the most comprehen- 
Sive andliberal type. It was developed not so 
much by the exclusive study of any special 
science as by the application of a general 
method to many branches of thought. This 
method, combining the historical and compara- 
tive modes of investigation, was a constant in- 
centive to push his studies beyond the limits of 
any single science or any special group of 
sclenoes. Gifted by nature with an untiring in- 
dustry and a versatile mind, he pursued his in- 
vestigations in an unusual number of the de- 
partments of human knowledge. His broad 
scholarship was made tributary to his work 
- a teacher. He acquired knowledge to impart 
t 





On assuming the office of President of the 
university he began a course of lectures on 1n- 
tellectual philosophy, which he continued with 
but little woditication until his retiroment. He 
also organized & new course of lectures on his- 
tory. ‘This comprised such subjects as ‘The 
Decline of the Roman Empire,” “The Feudal 
System,” ‘Mohammedanism,” “Tne Cru- 
sadera,” “The Canon Law,” ‘The History of 
Labor,” “Transportation,” and the series of 
agencies which developed the States of 
Europe. He subsequently developed a course 
of lectures on “ Political Economy.” ‘ These ip- 
cluded exhaustive discussions of scientilic 
theories of money, the banking system, tax- 
ation, internal commerce, the effects of free 
trade and protection on national prosperity. 
During his Presidency the doctor delivered 
lectures on conatitutional law, the relations of 
ethics to jurisprudence, art criticism, and the 
history of tine arts. His-interest in educational 
Matters was never confined to the departments 
in which he gave instruction. He preserved & 
scholarly interest in mathematics, natural 
sciences, philology, and general literature. 

While Dr. Anderson’s attention and energies 
were devoted principally to the cause of educa- 
tion he also took an important part in the 
affairs of the Baptist denomination and of 
religion in general He réndered valuable 
assistance in i moans 8 and extending Amer- 
ican foreign missions, 6 was President of the 
Home Mission Society, and for three years was 
at the head of the Foreign Mission Society. In 
1868 he was appointéd on the New-York State 
Board of Charities as member trom the Seventh 
Judicial District. He served on the Committee 
of Investigation, and wrote several valuable re- | 
ports to the Legislature on economical subjects, 
In 1872 he was elected an bonorary member of 
the Cobden Club. 

His writings have never been published in 
collected form, They are comprised jn newe- 
paper editorials, Ct ey for review, discourses 
and essays on religious and educational topics, 
papers, reports, and encyclopedia articles. The 
most important of his oflicial reports are those 
which he made asa member of the New-York 
State Board of Charities on “Outdoor Relitet” 
and ‘‘Alien Paupers.” As associate editor of 
Johnson’s Encyclopedia he contributed arti- 
cles on ethnology, philosophy, #sthetics, and 
Baptist Church history. 

Dr. Anderson’s many friends must find some 
consolation for his loss in the fact that he had 
lived long enough tocomplete and round off his 
life work. The University of Rochester is so 
established that it will always remain one of 
the mostimportant educational institutions of 
the country, and it is Dr. Anderson’s work and 
his memorial. 


ELIHU T. QUIMBY. 

Prof. Elihu Thayer Quimby died yesterday of 
apoplexy at the residence of his son, Dr. Charles 
E. Quimby, 44 West Thirty-sixth-street, in this 
city. Prof. Quimby was a graduate of Dart 
mouth College in the Class of ‘51. After leay- 


ing college he became principal of a school at 
Concord, N. H., but in 1864 he returned to his 
Alma Mater as Professor of Mathematics 
aad . Civil Engineering, which position 
he occupied uutil 1878 After leaving the 
college he was actively connected with thé 
United States Coast Survey and also with the 
State Survey of New-Hampshire. He was se- 
lected by the State authorities to resurvey the 
disputed State lines between Vermont, New- 
Hawpshire, and Massachusetts. 

The body was taken to Prof. Quimby’s home 
in Hanover yesterday. The funeral will take 
place in Hanover to-morrow morning.

Mrs. Lowry 
was the eldest daughter of the late Rev. Benjamin 
Loxley of Philadelphia. Her illness was of short 
duration. 

Peter P. Stephan, one of the best known German 
business men of Elizabeth, N. J., died there yester- 
day, aged fifty-five. He was ono of the founders of 
St. Michael’s Church and # prominent member of 
the Catholic Benevolent Legion and St. Michael’s 
Society. 

William Nickle, President of the Thousand 
Tslands Steamboat Company, died yesterday, aged 
seventy-eight years. He leaves an estate valued at 
$500,000.

When an executive session is held the doors of

enate, having put their noses in the sand,

supposing that they have concealed them- 
selves, when they have really made more con- 
spicuous a larger partof the Senatorial anat- 
omy. 
The rule of the Senate against the revelation 
to outsiders of what goes on in the star-cham- 
ber proceedings would be effectual if all the 
Senators were of one mind about questions that 
come before them. The public ought to be 
thavkful that at times there are Senators who 

roperly regard the executive obligation lignt- 

y. Ifit were not so, a gréat many reasons for 

curious things done would be hid, a great many 
contirmations of appointments would go unex- 
plained, 

it would also be necessary, in order to pre- 
vent the revelation of the Senators’ seerets 
that do not belong to them, to gag the candi- 
dates or opponents of candidates who are not 
members of the Senate. To these men, who 
sometimes get information from Senators and 
convey it to friends, who let it out uninten- 
tionally, the press 13 often indebted for valua- 
ble communiocations, 

To several of the grave Senators on the spe- 
cial smelling committee, the questioning of the 
elevator conductors must have seemed absard 
enough, for those useful subordinates never 
know anything. 

To those members of this august body of in- 
vestigators who are not without a sense of 
humor the summoning of newspaper men must 
appear to be a prodigious job. There is not a 
Seuator in the committee who has ever told a 
reporter anything about executive sessions who 
does not feel perfectly saté in calling every man 
entitled to the privileges of the galleries. The 
Senators will tind them perfectly willing to tell 
all they know about everything except tho 
method of obtaining executive secrets. On that 
point the reporter 1s sure to be conservative in 
nis replies. Ths news he gets belongs to the 
newspaper he serves. It is none of the busi- 
ness of the Senator how it is obtained. 

For a correspondent to go upon the stand 
and give the smelling committee a list of the 
Senators who have given him light on business 
transacted behind closed doors would be to 
destroy the usefulness of the reporter to his 
paper and incur for him the lasting contempt 
of his professional associates. The annoyance 
that such testimony would give to a large 
pumber of Senators might be regarded as 
another reason for the failare of the committee 
to extort any names from their witresses. 

The investigation is only aridiculous out- 
come of an absurd practice. The Senate never 
does any business in which the members of the 
Senate Dave the right to be more deeply inter- 
ested than the people who individually helped 
to make them Senators. This investigation is 
undertaken for the purpose of proving the 
contrary, and it will fail, as it ought to. 


The Pan-American Conference has lost the 
services of its Spanish Secretary, Mr. Pierra, 
somewhat to the surprise of that gentleman, 


Mr. Pierra’s work as Secretary has been re- 
garded as highly satisfactory by the delegates 
to the conference, and they have looked upon 
him as avery industrious and painstaking at- 
taché. 

But Mr. Pierra appears to have had an even 
higher estimation of his value to the confer- 
ence than has been expresse’ by the delegates. 
He became 80 tmpressed with the idea that he 
Was exceptionally useful that, asbort time ago, 
he gave notice that the salary of $3000 month 
which he had received was altogether too small, 
His employers failed to agree witn the Secre- 
tary and he resigned. Very soon afterward 
members of the conference were solicited t0 
sign a letter, addressed to Mr. Pierra, begging 
him to withdraw his resignation. Several of 
the delegates did so, andin due time tno Secre- 
tary wrote to the President of the conference, 
inclosing this letter, and saying that, because of 
the request it contained and because of his ear- 
nest desire for the success of the conference, he 
would consent to withdraw the resignation. 
He added the condition, however, that he shenid 
serve without compensation. 

Iu occurred to several of the delegates that 
this was rather an impertinent thing for Mr. 
Pierra to do, and after considerable discussion 
the Secretary’s letter was referred to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, where it should have been 
seat by Mr. Pierra. That committee madea 
report to-day to the effect that it did not seem 
to be the proper th®og to consent to retaining 
the services of Mr. Pierra without paying for 
them, and as he had wade thatthe only condi- 
tion upon which he would remain, the confer- 
ence would have to try to get along without his 
valuable help.

Creditors 
who have been looking into his affairs bave learned 
of liabilities to the amount of $114,000, of which 
nearly one-half is indorsements on accommodation 
paper and the balance for merchandise. How much 
more the liabilities will amount to is a matter of 
conjecture, as it is Dot known what other accommo- 
dation notes may turn up.

ANOTHER ATTACK ON CORBIN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 26.—A petition ad- 
dressed to the Judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas of this city, praying for the dissolution of 
the voting Trusteeship of the Reading Railroad 
Company and the removal of Austin Corbin 
from the Presidency was circulated here to-day 
among the preference bondholders anda num- 
ber of signatures was obtained. Some of the 
signers have largo interests in the railroad, and 
their views, it 1s thought, will have considera- 


ble weight in court. The petition reads as 
follows: 


“We desire that the voting trust in the shares of 
stock of said railroad company be deolared imprac- 
ticablé and void, and that the voting Trustees shall 
be ordered to assign to the several holders the num- 
ber of pierce peaernves held for them. 

“Ifthe court shall not decree this reliet we desire 
that the position of Austin Corbin as a voting 
Trustee shall be declared vacant, because of his 
being largely interested in the shares of a rival and 
competing railroad company, viz., the Céntral Com- 
pany of New-Jersey, and we further ask that it 
shall be decreed that the election of Austin Corbin 
to the Presidency ofthe Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company De declared invalid, for the rea- 
son that he is one of the voting Trustees, and that 
assdch voting Trustee he voted himself into said 
Presidency.”

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TO UNITE EASTERN ROADS 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 26.—Before the Railway 
Committee at the State House to-day, Richard 
Olney appeared for the Boston and Maine and 
Henry D. Hyde for the Eastern Railroad Com- 
pany and presented a bill for the purohase of 
the Eastern Rallroad by the Boston and Maine. 
The bill authorizes the Boston and Maine to 
purchase the Eastern and the Portsmouth, 
Great Falls and Conway Railroad on terms to 
be agreed to between tho consolidating com- 
panies and to be ratified by a two-thiras com- 
mon stockholders’ vote of the selling companies 
and ® majority vote of the preferred stock- 
holders of the Eastern Company. 

Tho Boston and Maine may increase its stock 
by au amount not exceeding the present stocks 
ot the Eastern and the Portsmouth, Great Falls 
and Conway Company. It may dispose of 
such additional stock by exchange or as agreed 
to, and may make such amount of total capital: 
preferred as may be agreed to between the par- 
ties to the agreement. 

To facilitate the purchase of the two com- 
panies, the Boston and Maine may purchase the 
6tocks of the companies and pay for the same 
by salp by auction of any part of the additional 
capital. Tho Boston and Maine Company may 
increase its stock over and above the agyregale 
of the present capitals of the three companies by 
$5,000,000. This new etock ts to be issued from 
time to time to pay for additional property, 
equipment, and improvement of the property.

SLOSSON’S CLOSE SHAVE 


HE WINS HIS THIRD GAME 
ONLY BY A FEW POINTS. 
FRANK C. IVES PUSHES HIM HARD 
TOWARD THE CLOSE — SCHAEFER 

AND SLOSSON NOW EVEN. 


By far the most exciting game of the billiara 
tournament was played last night at Chickering 
Hall between George I. Slosson and the young 
Napoleon, Frank C, Ivos. It was not so close 
in the matter of actual points as that between 
Catton and Heiser, but the character of tho 
players matched against each other and the 
comparative closeness of their games lent an 
added interest to the performance. 

Tho assemblage last evening was the largest 
that has been seen at any game of the tourna- 
ment. The gallery was packed, every seat on 
the stage was filled, and there were fow vacant 
chairs in the orchestra, So much has been sail 
about Ives that the audience was disposed to 
favor him, and his good play in the game and 
his youthful and innocent bearing made tho 
female portion of the onlookers unanimous 
in his support. Both men played good gamos 
and, although the session lasted two hours and 
forty minntes, the averages were excellent, the 
game being finished in nincteen innings. Sios- 
60n won the match, and his winning put him 
even with Schaefer in the tourney. Mr. John 
F¥. Donovan was chosen referee and the veteran 
Budd Scofield officiated with the bridge which 
has acted as the marking stiok during this 
tournament. 

The game began at 8:20 o’clook and the younger 
of the players won the bank and chose tho 
white ball for luok. 

Ives started the ball—more properly speaking, 
the balls—a-rolling with his old favorite the 
white ball. Hecounted on the first shot and 
then he got the spheres well together and played 
billiards for a while, as he did that afternoon 
with Catton, when he made his firat bow to a 
New-York assemblage. He played well and cure- 
tully rulling up the points with wondrous skill 
until he bad counted 34 points, It was a 
Z000 beginning, and the spectators cheered him 
again and again as he kept his onward progress. 
But after the thirty-elghth shot he lost his 
bearings, and the tnirty-ninth shot found him 
Stranded high on an unexpected sundbar, 

Slosson’s hand was warm—a sure sign that he 
could play billiards—and began the game on 
his side with rare skill. Re played half a dozen 
first-rate shots that got the bails well in hand 
down on the lower cushion, und be, whom his 
adiwirers delight in calling ‘*the Student,” 
player billiards as he hasn't played before 
slnce this tournament began. be played like 
himeelr, and wuen he stopped the amluble and 
courteous Scofield marked up 77 black buttons 
ou the string. 

Ives got anotner fair chance at the balls in 
the next inning, but he didn’t make the most of 
it. Three points were all be could get his cue 
to shed. Slosson, with much gusto, increased 
his already large lead with a run of 36 pretty 
shots, and Ives cbalked his cue, toucheu it up 
with a litth sandpaper, and made 1 point. 
The balls had begun to run hard for the buy, as 
they had in his lust two games. 

Slosson, however, in the next inning only 
made 5, end his lack of success seemed to 
nerve the young Napoleon to xreater eftoris. 
He got the balls rolling as he wanted ibem to 
roll and touched them with the skill of the 
Wizard. He played billiards. Ho sent the red 
fiying about the table, nolding the spot where 
he touched it and played position shot aiter 
position shot he had countea 84 points. Then 
he slipped up. Stosson didn’t seem to think 
much of the chance left him, aud just made an 
ordinary 7 before he sat down. Even this 
did not inspire the youngest of the players, for 
he made faces and rushed headforemost into 
the veriest yellow of a goose egg. 

£losson got the balls then and be played bill- 
iards. He rolled up a dozen or more peautifully 
calculated Jong shots, and followed them up 
with eighteen shots made close on the line. 
Then he lost the position he had, but kept on 
playing on open-table counts, and rolled up 
points enough to make his scure stand, when he 
Iniesed and stopped playing, 191 to Ivos’s 122. 

For two innings after this runs, both players 
had hard luck inthe leaves left them and in 
those they left themselves. Only small runs 
were made, but in the eighth inning Slosson got 
his haudin once again, and rolled the balis 
about in a way that was truly beautiful. He 
played hard for a line nurse position, but play 
as he could he could not get the balls where he 
wanted them. In this run be made 50 pointe. 

In the next inning Ives scored 12, and Slosson 
followed him with a begxarly 1 point. Then 
Ives rattled ahead in a lively fashion, making 
81 points. This put bim up to 224 on the string 
to Slosson’s 248, but in the inning that followed 
his opponent rolled up 34 points, and puta 
large amount of daylight between the two 
scores. lt was a pretty run, too, though nota 
very large one, and carried with it much ap- 
plause. lt left the score with 282 for Sjossun 
to 224 ror Ives. 

The young Napoleon apparently felt aiscour- 
aged after he looked at the score and he ran 
full tilt again against a beautiful larve goose 
egg. Slosson only made 1 point after this, 
when be slipped up on an easy cushion carrom 
and then Ives asserted himself once more with 
a Schaeferistic run of 44 points and this put 
him up to the two hundred and sixty-eightn 
notch in the string. Slosson only bettered his 
lead by 1 in the next, but then the young Na- 
poleop made another unlovely goose egg and 
left the balls exceedingly well for Slosson. 

The Student started in after tne fifteenth shot, 
and by playing a very clever series of Dalk-line 
nurse shots he scored 136 points. Then he 
missed on a half-draw shot and left them 
nicely for Ives. 

That young xentlcman began promptly to run 
up his score. He kept it up, dropping points 
from his cue like a shower of glittering drops 
until the spectators got to cheering like mad at 
every point he counted. He passed the 300 
point on his thirty-second shut and then kepton 
steadily until ne slipped up on the ninety-ninth 
shot and went down with w# score of 366 to Slos- 
son’s 420, 

Blosson gotinto the poultry line then him- 
self, and came into the possession of two goose 
evgs in rapid succession. Ives made two runs 
of 8 and 26, and the last left him with just an 
even 400 to 425 that Slosson had made. Siosson 
came in then with another egg of the goose, 
and Ives’s chances looked up wondrously. He 
had a good leave and a fair chance for running, 
if not the game, 2t least enougn to put him in 
the lead. Tne boy was nervous, though, and he 
did not play well. In fact, he played poorly. 
He ran 8 points, and then missed on the easiest 
kind of & carrom. 

Slosson saw the possibilities in the shot that 
was left him, and he got the balls well in band 
and played them beautifully, working them 
nicely into line on the long rail and knockiug 
points out of them withevery rapid stroke. Ho 
kept the thing up for minutes unti! he slipped 
upou the thirty-eighth shot and loft the bails 
in a fairly good position for his opponent. 

Ives started off like a race horse. He made 
the first three-cushion shot as if he had been 
brought up onthat kind of thing, and then he 
made four more of them, but left the balls ina 

osition that meant almost an impossible shot. 

Vith undaunted courage, however, the boy es- 
sayed the task and came just within the breadth 
of ahair of making it count. His score then 
was 405—only 20 behind in the last hundred of 
the game. 

Slosson then piled up the pointsin rapid shots, 
keeping up the performance unti! he had added 
37 points to his lead. Then Ives made 5 more 
and the sapectaiors began to belleve that he 
would prove a winner after all. But ne didn’t 
get beyond the 5, and, as sven us he gotachance, 
Slosgon rolled up a further lead 16, which put 
his score up to 478 to Ives’s 410, 

The boy then had work to do, and he climbed 
into it with youthful fervor, Ue plarved halt a 
dozen splendid shots to get the balis on the 
line, anu finally succeeded indoing it. He got 
them on the tong ling close to the lower cush- 
ion, and began sendiug them up the table. in 
truly Schaefer style. But he was nervous, 
Having counted 35 points he tried a beautiful 
inassé out of the corner, hit the first ball josta 
trifle too hard and kissed his own bali off jast 
when victory seemed to be his.

piayed brilliantly and ran the game out, a close 
winner, with 22 points.

Wher Mr. Anderson culled the 
mecting to order, the hall was crowded to suffo- 
cation, Charles D. Sweeny, Secretary of the 
central organization of the business men’s 
movement and the missionary who organizes 
the branches in the different Assembly dis- 
tricts, was on hand to run things, 

Mr. Anderson started the entertainment by 
handingin his resignation as Chairman. He 
said that he did this after consulting with the 
otticers of the central association,. but he 
wanted it tnderstood that he was a candidate 
for re-election. He wanted to be vindicated. 
He wanted it to be known that he was not in 
sympathy with Tammany. 

Daniel Kelly, the Secretary, had not yet ar- 
rived, and Charles D. Sweeny had himself nom- 
inated as temporary Chairman. Mr. Sweeny 
explained thatin view of the acousations that 
had been mado there would bo a general re- 
organization of tho district. The previous 
election, he said, bhatt been simply of tempo- 
rary olili¢ers. To make certain that no per- 
sons were admitted to the organization who 
Were notin sympathy with its principles, Mr. 
Sweeny had brought what he called a “ test,” 
which each candidate for membership must 
swear to before he could be admitted. F. D, 
Pavey, a notary public, was brought along to 
administer the oath. Tho “ test” consisted of 
these questions: 

= are you'a member of any Democratic organiza- 
tion 

“Do you intend remaining in this organization 
and to support Kepublican principles? 

“Will you vote for the Kcepublican candidates on 
the national and State ticket?’ 

It was noticed by John Murray that nothing 
Was said about tho olty and county ticket, and 
he wanted to have them putin, saying, ‘ Tam- 
inany cares nothing about the national ticket.” 
Sweeay then gave Murray to understand that 
he (Sweeny) was reorganizing that Gistriot. 

About this time Secretary Daniel Keily cama 
in, and was promptly asked to give up tne roll 
of members. He refused to do so, saying 
that he had not resigned, and did not mean to 
do so. Then the row began. Every one was 
trying to taik atthe same time, Motion after 
wotion was fired at Mr. Sweeny, and each mo- 
tion brought a crowd of attendant amendments 
with it. Five policomen were called in, and 
some of them kept the crowd back so that Mr. 
Sweeny could run things. 

Secretary Kelly moved to have theroll called. 
Sweeny beld that there was no organization, 
and would not entertain the motion. He beld 
the chair against the protests of Kelly and Johu 
Murray, ana insisted thata new organization 
must be perfected. Charges of Tammany Hall 
affiliations were made by the friends of Kelly 
against Anderson and by the friends of Ander- 
son against Kelly. The followers of the latter 
insisted that the meeting was packed with 
friends of Anderson from the Fifteenth and 
Seventeenth Assembly Distriots. 

During the excitement Luke McLaughlin fell 
off the platform while tryicg to deliver aspeech 
on the Anderson glde of the case. Later, Kelly 
jumped up on the platform and said: * An- 
derson and Sweeny are trying to run this thing 
in the interest of Tammany. I call on all good 
Republicans bere to leave the hall.” 

There were cheers at this, and then Kelly, 
who seemed to have the detter element with 
him, led about half the excited crowd out of the 
hall. The seceders hurried over to Lin- 
den Hall, at the corner of Sixty-seventh- 
street and the SBoulevard, and organized 
a Republican Business Men’s Organization of 
theirown. John McKinney was elected Presi- 
dent and Daniel Kelly Secretary. A new Com- 
mittee on Orgauization was appointed, and the 
meeting adjourned until a week from Friday 
night. There were over fifty at this meeting. 

Meanwhile Sweeny was having things his 
own Way at the original meeting in White Oak 
Hall. Tho dissenting clement had retired, and 
there was uo bar to Anderson getting his vin- 
dication. The men remaining in the hall were 
sworn in by Mr. Pavey on Mr. Sweeny’s “test,” 
and then the following ticket, which was 
printed beforehand, was elected.

MR. KREABIEL’S WAGNER LECTURES. 

The fourth of H. E. Krehbiel’s Wagner Ject- 
ures was given yesterday afternoon at Stein- 
way Hall, before a large and interested audl- 
ence. The subject was “ Die Meistersinger von 
Niirnberg,” and the discourse was substantially 
the same as that recently delivered in Brook- 
lyn. The lecturer disposed summarily of the 
often-advanced theory that the drama has a 
biographical application, illustrating Wagner's 
struggle against his opponents. He showed 
that the underlying idea of the work is the con- 
teat between pure classicism, or rather formal- 
iem, and romanticiam, of which the outcome is 
the fusion of the two. The lecture was i)lus- 
trated by Anton Seidl at the piano and by Paul 
Kaliech, the tenor, who sung excellently Wal- 
ther’s three songs.

JOHN JACOB ASTORS WILL 
FILED FOR PROBATH. 
FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS 
GIVEN TO THE ASTOR LIBRARY— 

W. W. ASTOR’S INHERITANCE.

William’ Waldort Astor, Charles F. South- 
mayd, and C. W. Baldwin of Orange, N. J., 
called at the Surrogate's office yesterday. Their 
business was quickly made known to Probate 
Clerk Tinney. hey camo to file the last will 
and testament of John Jacob Astor, 

When the document was produced it was 
Been to cover four pages of foolscap. A black 
seal and a purple ribbon were attached to the 
right of the testator’s signature. The neces- 
sary formalities involved the personal attend- 
‘ance of all the witnesses, but as Mr. Bald- 
win was the only one present he msde 
affidavit as to his knowledge of the instrument, 
and then, at the request of the family lawyer, 
went in search of T. A. McQuillen and Charles 
H. Class, the absent witnesses. Pending their 
‘arrival, the son of the millionaire, after signing 
the regulation petition for the admission of the 
will to probate, went to luncheon with Lawyer 
Southmayd. 

Clerk Tinney read the will for the benefit of 
the reporters. {t was as follows: 


I, John Jacob Astor, do heroby make,} publish, 
and declare this to be my last will aud testament, 
that is to say: 

First—1 give ana bequeath to my friend, Alex- 
ander Haniiiton, now residing at or near Irvington, 
the sum o¢ $30,000. 

Second—I give and bequeath the following leg- 
acies, viz.: ‘To the corporation known as St. Luke’s 
Hospital, $100,000; wo the corporation kuowa as 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, $50,000; Lv the 
corporation Known as the New-York Cancer Hos- 
Pital, $100,000; to my cousin, James Simmons Arm- 
strong, $3u,000. 

Thira—I give to the corporation known as the 
Trustees of the Astor Library trom my personal 
sstate the sum of $400,000, to bo palit at the expi- 
ration of two years from my death, apd to be ln- 
Wested and kept invested by said corporation in 
any stocks or securities oc property of any other 
deacription whatsoever, either real or personal, in 
the discretion of the Irustees of the said ourpora- 
tion styled the Trustees of the Astor Livrarys And 
I will and direct that the net income of the said 

nd of $400,000 from time to time be applied to 

nd expended in the purchase of books to be added 
to the library and not to bes used tor the payment 
of or for the increase of salaries of officers or em- 
ployes, nor for the purchase of furniture or other 
current expenses, nur for any other purpose than 
the purchase ef or binding of books, 

And I will agu declare that the special declara- 
tions above contaived in this third article in rela- 
tion to the investment of said bequest as a per- 

anent fund and the application of the income 
‘thereof are not to be 80 construed as to create any 
trast not legally permissible, nor so as to impair 
the legal ownership and contro: of the fund and its 
income and proceeds by the corporation as fully as 
may be legally necessary to the validity of the be- 
quest to 1t of the sum aforesaiv. 

: Fourth—I give and_ bequeath to the said corpora- 
tion, known as the Trnstees of the Astor Library, 
the turther sum of $50,000, and I request that this 
eum be by said corporation invesied and kept in- 
‘Vested as a permanent fund, and that the net in. 
come thereof be applied to paying the Trustees of 
}S2id Corporation, from time to time, fves or allow- 
ances for attending the meetings of such Trustees 
atthe rato of $lU for each attending Trustee at 
each meoting, and that if, as there may be, an acon. 
mulation of such fund after making such payments, 
#o as to permit the raising of such rate of such reg- 
ilar fees or allowances, and the payment outof 
such income of such fund, without trenching upon 





the capital, the rate of such regular iees or alluw-. 


anoes may be raised from time to time by resolu- 
tion of the Board of Directurs to such extent as 
they, in their discretion, may deem fit, and as the

And I will and deciare that the special declara.- 
tions above contained are not to be so construed as

Fifth—all the rest, residue, and rewainder of the 
property and estate, a3 weli real as personal. and 
wheresover situate, which at tho time of my death 
shail belong to ma, or be subject to my disposal by 
will, I give and bequeath to my son, William 
Waidor? Astor, absoluie and in fee simple,to him 
ahd his heirs and assigns, forever, according to the 
nature of the property. 

Sizth—I appoint my son, William Waldorf Astor, 
and Charlies F. Southmayd of the city of New- 
York to be executors of tu 4, my last will. In wit- 
ness whereof I have hereunto set wy hand and seal 
the 6th day of January, 1885. ‘ AST 

It was about 2 o’clock when Messrs. Me- 
Quillen and Class arrived at the Surrogate’s 
oilice, and were joined by Mr. Astor and the 
lawyer. The wituesses to the will replied to 
the vonventional quvstions, and identified the 
signature of Mr. Astor. The proofs were sub- 
mitted to Surrogate Ransom, who tound them 
regular and sufiicient. The will was admitted 
to probate, and letters testimentary were is- 
sued to the exeoutors, 

This proceeding makes William Waldorf Astor, 
the next of kin aud heir of John Jacob Astor, 
the wealthiest man in America, if nor in the 
world. Of the great estaie of John Jacob Astor, 
Which was estimated at $156,000,000, all is in- 
herited by tne soo except $710,000 to be set 
4part in bequests. The $30,600 bequeathed in 
the will to Alexunder Hawilton reverts to the 
estate, because the legatee died Dec. 30, 1889. 

The estates of John Jacob Astor and William 
Waldorf Astor, cousolidated by yesterday’s pro 
ceeding in the Surrogaie’s Court, are believed 
to be equivalent to very nearly $200,000,000. 
William Waldorf Astor is the only living per- 
s0n0 who €an tell the precise vaiue of the estate 
or what his father was actually worth. Mr. 
Southmayd, who was an executor of the last 
will of John Jacob Astor’s father, said yester- 
day that he did not know how much John Ja- 
cob Astor was worth. 

“I don’t believe,” he said, ‘‘there is a person 
living excspting the son who can guess the 
value of the estate within a million ortwo. I 
don’t think the estate of William Waldorf Astor 
Will be quite $200,000,000, but as a matter of 
fact I don’t know as much about the facts 
as I shail.” 

The lawyer said that John Jacob Astor did 
not transfer any of his property before his 
death except & small parce! desired by the son. 
At the time of the transfer a report was 
printed that he bad given away the bulk of the 
estate 80 as to guard against a will contest 
after his death. Lhe date of the will shows 
that it was executed just after the death of 
irs. John Jacob Astor. 








SUING FUR A N#HAT SUM. 
eee 
THE CLAIM OF BROWN, HOWARD & CO. 
AGAINST THE CITY. 


Walston H. Brown, acting as receiver for the 
firm of Brown, Howard & Co., aqueduct con- 
tractors, has brought suit against the city for 
$768,110 76, the amount alleged to be due for 
work done on the aqueduct. The summons 
and complaint were served on Mayor Grant 
yesterday. 

The controversy is anold one. Brown. How- 
ard & Co. claimed to have completed Section 
5 of the aqueduct, under directions from Chief 


Engineer Church, at a cost of $952,507 57. 
When Mr. Fteley took Mr. Church’s place as 
Chief Engifeer he refused to approve some of 
the changes made by Brown, Howard & Co., 
and the deductions he made on their bill caused 
it to foot up only $810,066 15. This amount the 
city is willing to pay for Section 5 and other 
work, but the receiver wauts the full amount of 
the company’s claim, with interast, which, with 

ayments already made deducted, amounts to 
B768,110 76. The Mayor sent the summons 
and complaint to the Corporation Counsel, who 
wili turn them over to James C. Carter, who has 
oharge of the aqueduct litigation for the city. 

-The olaim of Receiver Brown is that extra 
work was done under the direction of the Aque- 
duct Commissioners, and that payment for this 
work has been refused. These charges for extra 
work were included in the deduction made by 
Chief Engineer Fteley. Miller, Peckham & 
Dixon are counsel for the plaintif. 





THE UNION FERRY SYNDICATE. 
James N. Platt of the firm of Platt & Bowers, 
who have charge of the legal interests of the 
syndicate which has secured control of the 
Union Ferry Company, said yesterday that the 
transfer of the 5,260 shares of stock acquired 


by the syndicate would not be completed until 
to-day. did not think that tne syndicate 
would purchase any more stock after yester- 
day. The syndicate, he said, was composed on- 
urely of New-York men, bui he would not xive 
their names. Whether any changes will be 
made in fares or the management of the ferries 
will not be determined until after the olection 
of a new Board of Directors. At the ofiice of H. 
B, Hollins & Co., the brokers of the synicate, 
it was said there was nothing to be given out 
for publication.

The speculative claims of Lawyer Blackman || 
of Omaha and his Western syndicate upon 
about balf of tho Broadway frontages from 
‘Forty-seventh-street to Fift y-third-street, as 
set forth in THE TIMES yesterday,’ were 
closely scanned by the property owners 
upon whom demands had been made. This 
presentation of the other side of the question 
in conjunction with the claims tended to relieve 
much of the anxiety that had been created 
among some of the owners, and the general dis- 


position to make the syndicate go to court with 
their case was muoh strengthened. . 

Secretary Martin of the Titie Guarantee and 
Trust Company said that all the large firms of 
conveyancers had long known of the conditjon 
of tities in the old Hopper pPfoperty.

COMMERCIAL BODIES URGE AMENDMENTS 
IN THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


The Board of Trae and Transportation helda 
meeting yesterday to hear the report of a spe- 
cial committee on the McKinley Tariff bill. 
The report recommends sume changes in the 
bili. Among them are these: That the actshall 
not take effect until ninoty days after passage; 
that the salaries of the nino General Apprais- 
ers 10 be appointed under the act shall 
be $8,000 a year instead of $5,000, and 
that importers may have the option of return- 
ing damaged goods. 

Tho report also objects to tho section of the 
bill waich provides that the ‘‘facts so found and 
certified shall be tinal and conclusive upon the 
court, which statement and certificate of the 
Board of Appraisers shall constitute the record 
in the Circuit Court.” The report was adopted 
after a brief discussion. 

The special committee of. the Chamber of 
Commerce which was appoiuted to consider 
the capac: & bill will make its report to # 
special meoting of the Chamber this afternoon, 
This report will recommend that the salaries of 
the Appraisors be made $10,000 a year, Instead 
of $35,000, In the cases of disputed appraise- 
ments, where the bill provides for the traps- 
mission of the papers to a board of three General 
Appraisers, the report recommends the insertion 
of the words, *“*from which board the General 
Appraiser who originally uc¢ed tn the case shall 
be excluded.” The repurt recommends that the 
words “and of facv’ shall follow the word 
“law” in Section 15, referring to appeals from 
the Appraisers to the United States Circuit 
Court. Objection Is also mace in this report to 
the provision that the facts found by the Board 
of Appraisers shall be conclusive upon the 
court, It is desired that the act shail not take 
effect before July 1, 1890, and not less than 
sixty days after its passage. 

Itis understood that Louis Windmuller and 
one ortwo other members of the committee 
contemplate the submission of a minority re- 
port asking for more radical amendments.

THEY ARE TRYING TO REORGANIZE 
BROOKLYN’S CIVIL SERVICE BOARD. 


The same political influences that demanded 
and obtained the removalof James D.-Bell 
from tho office of Police Commissioner of Brook- 
lyn are at work now onaplan by which they 
propose to reorganize that city’s Civil Service 
Commission. There have been rumors for sev- 
eral days to the effect that Mayor Chapin had 
received resignations from at least one of his 
subordinates, butit was not until yesterday 


that it became publicly known that the gentle- 
Inan Who has retired was Civil Service Com- 
missioner I. M. Packard. 

Atthe same time the politicians began to 
discuss a story to the effect that Edward M. 
Shepard, the President of tke board, was to 
resign in afew days, und that Thomas J. Til- 
hey would probably go out with him. A well- 
informed Democrat said: ‘‘Mr. Shepard has 
had several conferences with Mayor Chapin, 
and has expressed the belief that his retire- 
ment would be advisable. You will see a 
statement from him in afew days, assigning 
increasing business cares as an excuse for his 
resignation.” 

These stories were taken to Mayor Chapin 
last night by a TIMes reporter, but neither a 
denial nora confirmation of them could be 
obtained. 

“[ donot care to discuss the matter at all,” 
said the Mayor. 

“* Is 1t true that you have received Mr. Pack- 
ard’s resignation ?” he was asked. 

“IT don’t care to talk about that,’’ was the 
answer. 

‘Has Mr. Shepard held any conferences with 
you ip regard to his retirement or a reorganiza- 
tion of the commission t” 

“ That, too, I must decline to discuss.” 

Mr. Shepard was away from home all of last 
evening, and Mr. Packard and Mr. Tiluey could 
not be seen. 

The present Civil Service Commission con- 
sists of Edward M. Shepard, President; tne 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Hall, FE. M. Packard, Alex- 
ander E. Orr, and Thomas J. Tilney, Mr. Pack- 
ardand Mr. Tilney ure the Republican mem- 
bers, All these gentlemen were appointed in 
the early part of Mr. Chapin’s first term, and 
succeeded the incompetent commission which 
existed under Mayor Whitney. ‘he politicians 
were not at all pleased by the selection of such 
independent mén as these, and were still more 
pnt out when President Shepard and his asso- 
ciatea began to undo the illegal and, in soine 
instances, fraudulent acts of their predecessors, 
The final howl wus raised when the Fire De- 
partment eligible list arranged by the Whit- 
ney commission and filled with the names of 
ward workers, was nullified by the Chapin 
Commissioners, 

The official statements of President Shepard, 

however, showed such glaring irregularities in 
the work of the retiring Commissioners that 
even the politicians had to smother their rage. 
They were at leugth induced to let the Civil 
Service Department alone until after Mr. 
Chapin's re-election, but the promises given 
then have now expired, and the **boys” are 
hot for the eligthle lista. Whether they will 
get them or not depends upon Mr. Chapin. 
_ A well-known Brooklyn advocate of civil serv- 
ive reform of the right kind said iast night that 
he bad heard rumorsof a probable change in 
the Brooklyn commission for some time, but he 
had put little faith in them. 

‘‘Mayor Chapin may rest assured,” be said, 
“that the reurement of Mr. Shepard and Mr. 
Packard will mean more than the loss of those 
two individuals. If there is auy politics at the 
bottom of this matter, such men as Dr. Hall and 
Mr. Orr will not remain as the tools of any 
political machine. Just now civil service men 
ull over the State are looking to Brooklyu as the 
best example of the application of the reform 
law, and Mr. Chapip has undoubtedly strength- 
euved himself by selecting men like ths present 
Cowmissioners. Persunally I feel sure he will

A YHAWS GOOD WORK. 





REPORT OF THE WETMORE HOME FOR 
FALLEN AND FRIENDLESS GIRLS. 


The managers of the Wetmore Home for 
Fallen aud Friendless Girls have just issued 
their twenty-fourth annual report. The work 
of this institution is especially for young girls 
from fourteen to twenty-five, and Is preventive 
as well as reformatory. ‘The girls are not com- 
mitted, as to a punitive or municipal reforma- 
tory institution, but come voluntarily, either 
directed by friends, brought by a missionary, 
or from reading the sign over the door, and the 
mauagewent endeavors to provide for them a 
true home, as cheerful and homelike in ail its 
appolutments as possible. 

Christian principle is inculcated and employ- 
ment or instruction iu the tndustrial arts is 
provided tor each according to her fitness and 
requirements, As speedily as is consistent 
with their welfare the girls are provided with 
situations, Where they may earn honorable liv- 
ings. The statistios for the year show that 
there were 251 admissions, in uddition to the 
40 in the home at the beginning of the year, 
making w total number of inmates tor 1889 of 
291. Of these 60 were sent to situations, 37 
were sent to friends, 55 to hospitals, and 14 to 
institutions, Eight left at their own request, 
5 were dismissed tor bad conduct, 3 left with- 
out permission, 18 were temporarily cared for, 
and 51 were inmates of the home at the close 
of the year. 

+ was the largest year’s work ever done by 
the home. The expenses were $11,467 55, be- 
sides contributions of clothing, literature, sup- 
piles, and furniture. But the managers testify 
that the field is only imperfectiy and partially 
covered, and they need money with which to 
extend the infinence and effectiveness of the 
home. A place in which temporarily to care 
for mothers with infant children after. they 
have been turned out of the maternity bospitals 
ia the chief thing desired at ibis time, and a 
country place for. such a purpese is contem- 
Diated.

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A LIFEBOAT OAPSIZED. 


FRUITLESS ATTEMPT OF THE STEAM- 
SHIP EMS TO AID A BARK. 


A gallant but vain effort to succor the crew of 
@ distressed English bark was made on Feb. 22 
off the Newfoundland Banks by a picked crew 
from the North German Lloyd steamship Ems 
which arrived here yesterday from Bremen. 
The boat which was sent to the ald of the bark 
was swamped, and one of the gallant saiJors 
who had volunteered their services was lost. 
The other four occupants of the boat were saved 
by the skillful manwuvring of the Ems. 

Capt. Sander of the Ems says that at noon on 
Feb. 22, in latitude 43° 54’ and longitude 42° 6’, 
while it was blowing a hurricane, with terrific 
hail and snow squalls, and an enormous sea 
was running, a dismasted vessel was seen 
ahead. The Ems approached her and hove to. 
The bark had lost all of her spars, with the ex- 
ception of the stump of the mizzenmast, to 
which a jury sail had been rigged in order to 
steady her. She had an anchor drag out and was 
flying siguals of distress, and Capt. Sander «e- 
cided to sendalifeboattoher. He called the crew 
aft and asked the menif there were any who 
were williag to xo to the aid of the distressed 
bark. Chiet Officer Smid and Seamen Smidt, 
Falkenburg, Herold, and Martin Wieckhoff 
were the oaly ones to step forward and deciare 
their willingness to risk their lives by going to 
the succor of the stranger. Capt. Sander re- 
fused to allow Chief Officer Smid to go. Third 
Officer Charles Polack now offered to go in 
charge of the crew. 

A lifeboat manned by the volunteers put off 
to the rescue, but it had gone but a short dis- 
tance When an evormous sea lifted the boat | 
into the air and capsized it. The ofticer an 
three of the men were struggling in the water, 
but the fourth man sank out of sight. This was 
Wiecknhofft, who had probably been hit by an 
oar and stunned, Another wave struck the 
boat and turned It right side up in a wrecked 
condition and without oars. Officer Polack and 
the three men who had kept afloat climbed into 
the boat and clung there, up to their waists in 
water, until the Ems came up and they were 
hauled on board of the steamship. They were 
rescued fifteen minutes after the boat had cap- 
Sized. 

Capt. Sander signaled to the distressed ves- 
sol, asking if her men wished to abandon their 
vessel. ‘hey replied by askiug the Ems to lay 
by them until morning. Capt. Sander felt that 
he could not afford to do this, as the huli of the 
bark was wpparently sound, although dismast- 
ed and without a lifeboat. At 2 o’cluck the 
Ems proceeded, leaving the bark directly in the 
track of steamers. 

The name Hehe was made out upon the 
atern of the distressed vessel. She was un- 
doubtedly the barkeptine of that name which 
left St. John’s, Newfoundland, for Barcelona on 
Feb, 14. She was commanded by Capt. Ken- 
nedy and measured 231 tons. She hailed from

MAXWELUS ESTIMATE. 
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A HIGH FIGURE PUT UPON A DEPRESSED 
ROAD’S COST. 


The Atlantic-Avenue Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners met again yesterday in Brooklyn, but 
they did nothing but listen to the reasons given 
by J. Rogers Maxwell why tite Long Island 
Railroad would not be willing to build a de- 
pressed road from South Ferry to the city line. 
Mr. Maxwell’s only objection was the great cost, 
which he figured at $12,000,000. He produced 
the estimates of the chief engineer of his rall- 
road, who figured on a road seven miles long 
and to cost $1,760,000 a mile. 

The figures presented by Mr. Parsons and 
other experts placed the cost at $1,200,000, 
but Mr. Maxwell’s man thought that rate too 
low. The estimate. Mr. Maxwell said, included 
the cost of changing the present sewerage and 
water-supply system. He could not say wheth- 
er allowance bad been made for the tunnel now 
in existence from South Ferry op to Smith- 
street. When asked if the Long Island Rail- 
road would accept a franchise if a depressed 
road was built, and agree ty pay the interest on 
the construction bonds, Mr. .Maxwell said: 
* No; we could not afford to do so.” 

President Lane then asked if Mr. Maxwell 
did not tuink a two-track depressed road would 
coer gl all purposes for passenger and freight 
trafiic, 

“T cannot answer that question,” Mr. Max- 
wellsaid, ‘but I will consult with our engi- 
noers and let you know. No, we Lave not esti- 
mated the cost ef such « road.” 

Mr. Maxweil agreed to have such an estimate 
made up, and also to ascertain whether his 
company would be willing to accept a franchise 
and iease the road, This is the plan proposed 
by Congressman Felix Campbell and his syndl- 
cate. Itts known that some of the Long Island 
Railroad Directors favor a depressed road, and

APPRAISERS IN CONFERENOE, 











AN EFFORT TO CLASSIFY SILK RIBBONS 
AND HAT TRIMMINGS, 


The differences that have arisen between the 
customs officials and importers in the official 
separation of hat trimmings and silk ribbons, 
the former bearing 20 per cent. duty -and the 
latter 50 per ceont., are under consideration this 
week at the Appraiser’s office, with a fair pros- 
pect of adjustment on a basis satisfactory to all 
concerned. In view of the large number of 
payments of duty under protest, and of the 
threatened lawsuits by importers for the recov- 
ery of excess amounts thus paid, Secretary 
Windom recently ordered?Appraisers Stearns of 


Boston, Hoyne of Chicago, Clarke of Philadel- 
phia, and Sharretts of Baltimore to come here 
for an invostigation and conterence, 


The investigation began on Tuesday, with 
Appraiser Cooper as Chairman and Appraiser 
Sharretts as Recorder. 

It closed yesterday withthe examination of 
Messrs, George Sutton of Passavant & Co.; Mr, 
Smith of Worthington, Smith & Co.; H. W. 
Steinnauser, Mr. Roberts of Roberts, Cushman 
& Co.; William Strango, C. Lambert, and T. F. 
Hayes. ‘the Appraisers will Dow confer with- 
out witnesses. They expect by Saturday to 
forward a report to Washington, which they 
hope will be just alike to the Government and 
to tbe importers. 

During the investigation the purpoge has 
been to get full light upon the subject. To 
that end an importer and a mannfacturer have 
been examined jointly, so that disputes might 
be argued and settled as the examination pro- 
coeded. No serious conflict of opinion occurred. 
The function of the Appraisers, according to 
the instructions from Washington, is simply 
advisory. While it is probable that thoir report 
will be accepted and willserve as & guide for 
future readings of the tariff law, the Secretary 
of the Treasury will use his discretion in regard 
tu it. Until it receives his sanction it will de- 
termine nothing definitely.
